My  Dear  P.-trishoners, — It  was  my  endea¬ 
vor,  when  I  addressed  you  last  year,  at  the 
tiime  season,  to  offer  generally  to  your  notice 
.1  few  approjiriale  suggestions,  and  a  few  aflec- 
tionaio  hints,  upon  the  most  important  of  all 
snhjecis  the  Salvation  of  your  souls. 

Peeling  as  I  do,  that  this  subject  can  neither 
he  presented  to  you  loo  fre(|uenlly,  nor  press¬ 
ed  upon  you  too  urgently,  I  do  not  hesitate 
to  intrude  upon  you  again,  for  tlie  purpose  of 
brnigitig  before  you  one  of  the  great  and  para- 
inonnt  duties  connected  with  this  high  topic; 
a  duly,  perhaps,  the  most  vitally  important, 
ami  at  the  same  time  most  commonly  ne¬ 
glected  of  all  which  demand  our  attention,  and 
ought  to  engage  our  hearts.  The  duly  to 
which  I  refer,  is  comprised  in  this  simple 
jin’cept  of  our  Divine  Lord  and  Master, 
“  NVnrr/i  the  Senptures." 

NWiile  perhaps  very  few  into  whose  hands 
iliise  lines  will  fall,  entertain  the  least  doubt 
o/  ilif  inspiration  of  holy  Scripture,  very  many 
neglect  to  act  as  if  they  believed  it.  The 
iruili  is,  that  of  all  the  books  in  the  world,  none 
.'Utfer  so  materially  from  the  manner  in  which 
ilivy  are  connected  by  early  associations 
W  ith  moments  of  childish  labor  and  trouble, 
as  the  liook  of  God.  Its  doctrines,  dry  and 
didiculi  as  they  must  ever  be  to  children, 
when  separated  from  its  beautiful  and  aflect- 
uig  narratives,  from  its  invitations  of  mercy. 
Us  appeals  of  tenderness  and  pity,  are  con- 
iirmally  presented  to  them  in  cliildish  lesson- 
books,  in  this  abstract  and  rejiulsive  form  ;  so 
dial  the  earliest  recollections  of  the  Bible  are 
olieii  united  in  our  minds  with  catechisms, 
and  tasks,  and  trouble,  an  association  little 
liUly  to  lead  us  to  search  it  willingly  and 
cluTrfully  iti  after-life,  for  sources  of  pleasure 
and  gratification.  The  consequence  is,  that 
Bible  is  seldom  really  and  earnestly 
lied,  and  carefully  and  assiduously  search- 
unlil  sickness  and  afiiiclion  have  pro¬ 
duced  some  degree  of  ihoughfulness,  or 
'itilil,  by  the  influence  of  the  Spirit  of  God, 
"e  are  led  to  it,  as  to  that  “  engrafted  Word 
hich  is  able  to  save  our  souls.” 

Believing  this,  my  great  anxiety  is  to  pro 
nte  in  all  classes  a  lar  more  general,  more 
iialiiiual  reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures 
iironghout  this  parish,  than  I  have  reason  to 
ciii  ve  exists  at  present.  To  forward  so  de 
ruble  a  result,  1  shall  proceed  to  speak,  with 
liiuch  plainness,  of  the  slate  of  mind  in  which 
■‘lone  this  duly  can  be  profitably  undertaken, 
J  the  manner  in  which  it  may  be  best  per- 
'  ined. 

Your  feelings,  then,  when  you  take  up  the 
P‘ible,  should  be  of  this  nature  ;  the  pages  I 
2(n  about  to  read  were  written  by  the  very 
and  of  Him  who  made  me;  in  this  book  I 
'hall  become  acquainted  with  the  character, 
aid  instructed  in  the  mind,  and  find  access  to 
he  heart,  of  that  Being  with  whom  I  hope  to 
Well  throughout  eternity.  I  come  to  this 
lessed  Book  ignorant — to  be  instructed  ; 
anderiiig — to  be  reclaimed  ;  blind— that  my 
yes  may  be  opened  ;  polluted — that  1  may 
cleansed  ;  guilty — and  seeking  pardon  for 
ich  day's  sins,  and  guidance  for  each  day’s 

Reading  the  Word  of  God  in  such  a  state 
niind  as  this,  it  is  scarcely  too  much  to  say 
'  51  you  will  never  close  it  without  a  blessing. 
It  cannot ;  for  it  is  of  that  very  Word  that 
Lhvine  Author  has  declared,  “  My  word 
^5t  goeih  forth  out  of  my  mouth,  shall  not 
’“Hi  unto  me  void,  but  it  shall  accomplish 
''bich  1  please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in 
tVvnff  whereto  I  sent  it.”  1  need  not  say 
laiGod  is  pieag^jj  with  holiness,  or  that  the 
uctificaiion  of  every  one  among  us  is  His 
Jjsire  and  His  ^vill,  and  as  He  has  pledged 
iinself  that  His  word  shall  accomplish  what 
r  pleases,  and  shall  fulfil  His  will  concern- 
l'’  js  impossible  but  that  a  blessing 
1,®“ '  attend  it  in  the  case  of  every  individual 
V”  ^^'“'■clies  it,  for  the  purpose  of  being 
'vise  unto  salvation.”  You  may  be 
s^ndy  of  it,  you  may  for  years 
Nearness  of  perception,  you  may,  like 
Gospel,  for  a 
^fable  period  “  sec  men  like  trees  walk- 
'  but  “in  iheend  you  shall  reap  if  ye 
'  The  study  of  God’s  word  shall 
I  you  to  God  Himself,  the  written  word 
Living  Word,  and 
Jst  IIL  ’“Slrumentahty  of  the  former, 

.  be  filled  to  be  with  the  latter  where 
’  shall  behold  His  glory. 


But  I  trust  that  there  are  some  to  whom  I 
am  now  writing,  who  would  wish  to  inquire 
a  little  more  minutely  and  practically  into  the 
method  which  we  should  recommend  for 
searching  the  Scriptures,  as  well  as  the  feel¬ 
ings  and  the  spirit  in  which  it  should  he  un¬ 
dertaken.  We  should  say  then  that,  perhaps 
as  useful  a  plan  as  any  which  you  can  adopt, 
if  you  have  ample  lime,  is  to  read  daily  some 
part  of  the  historical  books  of  the  Old  Testa¬ 
ment,  or  the  writings  of  the  Prophets ;  let  this 
he  followed  by  a  portion  of  the  Gospels  or 
Epistles,  for  doctrinal  instruction  ;  and  this 
again  hy  a  devotional  reading  of  a  Psalm,  or 
some  other  similar  portion  of  God’s  word,  for 
j  the  purpose  of  engaging  the  heart  in  prayer. 
By  this  means  you  may  go  through  the  whole 
Bible  at  the  same  time,  in  three  distinct  chan- 
I  nels,  each  supplying  that  which  might  be 
I  lacking  in  the  other  two. 


^  THE  COMMUNION  OFFICE  OF  THE  SCOTCH 
j  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 

From  the  London  Record,— yuoted  tn  the  Churchman' » 
Monthly  Revievc. 

“  Our  readers  are  aware,  that  Bishop  Terrot 
has  asserted,  in  his  letter  to  the  Bishop  of 
Cashel,  that  ‘  the  Scotch  Office  {^of  commu¬ 
nion]  has  been  drawn  up  in  imitation  of  the 
\jirst  Liturgy  of  Edward  VI.,  and  the  early 
'(iretk  lAturgies  ;  not  in  any  respect  or  the 
Bo.man  lituroy  or  mass.* 

To  any  one  wholly  unacquainted  with 
the  subject,  this  may  sound  very  well ;  but  it 
is,  in  reality,  a  mere  flourish  of  words,  which 
are,  as  we  shall  presently  show,  directly  con¬ 
trary  to  the  plain  matters  of  fact.  Many  per¬ 
sons  would  suppose,  that  this  statement  was 
only  intended  by  Bishop  T.  for  the  eyes  of 
the  uninitiated;  as  they  might  find  it  diffi¬ 
cult,  apart  from  such  a  supposition,  to  account 
for  so  strange  and  rash  a  way  of  speaking.  We 
are  led  rather  to  believe,  that  the  subject  of 
LiTiJRoiKs,  is  one,  with  which,  in  its  first  ele- 
tnents,  Dr.  Terrot  is  not  familiar  ;  and  we 
should  really  be  obliged  to  Bishop  T.,  if  he 
would  inform  us,  what  those  particulars  in  the 
Scotch  Communion  Office  really  are,  which, 
while  they  differ  from  the  communion  ser¬ 
vice  of  the  Church  of  England,  (for  Bishop 
'r.  does  not  profess  to  follow  its  guidance,) 
could  be  said  to  agree  with  the  ‘  early  Greek 
i-iTi  RoiES,’  but  to  differ  from  the  Roman 
mass,  which  Bishop  T.  slates,  that  the  Scotch 
Office  does  ‘  no/’  imitate  ‘  in  any  respect.’ 

“  We  are  slow  to  weary  our  readers  with 
such  a  discussion  :  but  the  peculiar  character 
of  the  times,  makes  it  desirable,  that  such 
matters  should  not  rest  in  obscurity :  and, 
least  of  all,  in  the  kind  of  my'stified  confusion, 
in  which  men  of  the  'IVactarian  school  (to 
which  Bishop  T.  clearly  belongs),  would  in¬ 
volve  the  subject. 

The  ‘  early  Greek  liturgies,’  then,  or 
rather,  as  we  now  say,  communion  offices,  all 
of  which  maybe  seen  translated  into  English, 
in  Brett’s  ‘  Collections,’  while  they  con¬ 
tain,  in  common  with  the  Roman,  various 
prayers  deserving  of  commendation  in  various 
degrees,  some  of  which,  that  have  comedown 
Irom  early  limes,  are  highly  devotional, — also 
present,  in  common  with  the  Roman  office, 
many  commemorations,  or  addresses,  w'hich 
are  super-stitious,  and  some  which  are  idola¬ 
trous.  Further,  in  the  Homan  office,  which 
as  we  have  in  a  former  article,  observed,  is, 
(like  the  Greek  liturgies,)  far  more  ancient 
than  the  Roman  dogma,  comparatively  mod¬ 
ern,  of  transubsianiiation,  are  to  be  found,  (as 
well  as  in  the  Greek  communion  offices,)  all 
those  objectionable  peculiarities  to  which  a 
large  parly  among  the  non-jurors  in  the  last 
century,  the  modern  Tractarians,  and  the 
bishops  and  clergy  of  the  Scotch  Episcopal 
Church,  have  so  fondly  clung. 

“  For  example,  the  Roman  service  of  the 
mass,  contains  (1)  the  offering  of  the  elements 
as  an  eucharistic  sacrifice  to  God,  (2)  the 
mingling  of  the  water  with  the  wine,  (3)  the 
prayer,  that  the  elements  themselves  may  be¬ 
come  to  us  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ,  and 
(1)  the  commemoration  of  departed  believers, 
in  the  oblation  of  the  elements.  All  these 
matters  are  to  be  found,  not  merely  in  the  early 
Greek  offices,  but  also  in  what  Bishop  Terrot 
calls  ‘the  Homan  liturgy  or  mass.’  Our 
readers  can  refer  to  any  Roman  Catholic 
missal,  to  verify  those  points.  The  respects, 
therefore,  in  which  the  office  that  Bishop 
Terrot  uses,  differs  from  our  English  service 
are,  each  and  all,  matters  of  agreement  with 
Rome.  Even  apart,  then,  from  the  question, 
whether  these  usages  are,  in  themselves,  right 
or  wrong,  the  inconsiderate  assertion  of  Dr. 
Terrot,  that  they  are  not  Roman,  is  left  with¬ 
out  any  base  upon  which  to  rest. 

“  On  the  other  hand,  in  one  particular,  as 
we  observed  in  a  former  article,  the  Scotch 
office  fairly  surpasses  the  Roman,  because  it 
does  not  merely  pray  with  the  Roman  ritual, 
that  the  elements  **  may  be  to  us  the  body  and 
blood'*  of  the  Redeemer ;  which,  though  most 
gravely  objectionable,  might,  possibly,  but 
scarcely,  (taken  apart  from  the  peculiar  views 
of  the  Church  of  Rome,  given  in  the  later  de¬ 
crees  of  her  Councils,)  be  explained  as  refer¬ 
ring  to  a  spiritual  presence  in  the  heart  of  the 
receiver  :  but  the  Scotch  office,  in  languao-e 
which  can  hardly  be  termed  ambiguous,  sup¬ 
plicates  that  the  creatures  of  bread  and  wine 
‘  may  become  the  body  and  blood  of  thy 
most  dearly  beloved  Son.’  ^ 

“  The  Roman  mass  is  also  followed  hy  the 
Scotch  office,  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
prayers  in  the  communion  service.  This  is  a 
matter  upon  which  the  Tractarians  in  this  in¬ 
stance,  build  much  ;  as  involving,  in  particu¬ 
lar  (1.)  the  oblation  of  the  consecrated  ele¬ 
ments  themselves  as  a  sacrifice  to  God  ;  and 
(2.)  the  commemoration  of  the  dead,  by  the 
use  of  the  prayer  for  the  whole  state  of  Christ’s 
church, while  the  elements  are  upon  the  altar, 
consecrated,  but  not  consumed.  In  this  point, 
in  the  order  (we  mean)  of  the  prayers  (which 
is  generally  viewed  by  ritualists,  as  of  prime 
moment,  in  establishing  either  the  identity  or 
common  origin  of  particular  Liturgies),  the 
Scotch  communion  office,  in  common  with 
that  in  the  first  book  of  Ed  ward  VI.,  closely 
follows  ‘  the  Romaa  Liturgy  or  mass.’ 

“  It  is,  moreover,  clear  as  a  matter  of  his- 
lory,  that  the  observances  and  notions  for 


which  Bishop  Terrot  contends,  have  come  to 
him  in  the  most  direct  line  of  ritual  succession 
from  Rome.  The  first  book  of  Edu'ard  VI. 
did  not  adopt  these  matters  from  the  Greek 
liturgies  (as  Bishop  Terrot  would  seem  to  in-j 
sinuate),  but  simply  retained  them,  from  the 
various  Uses  of  tha  Roman  Missal  (York, 
Hereford,  Salisbury,  <Sx.)  which  bad  l^n  iu 
England,  during  the  dark  ages,  before  the  Re¬ 
formation.  And  both  the  Scotch  Prayer  Book 
of  Archbishop  Laud,  16^17,  and  the  present 
Scotch  communion  office  (for  which  last,  we 
have  Bishop  Terrot’s  own  testimony),  took 
these  unsound  matters  from  the  first  book 
of  Edward,  which,  as  we  have  just  observed, 
received  them  from  the  Roman  Mass-book. 

“  Dr.  Terrot,  therefore,  cannot  descend  to 
the  ground  (inferior  though  it  would  be),  of 
saying,  that,  while  he  cannot  but  now  admit, 
that  these  points  are  actually  given  as  well  in 
the  Roman  missal,  as  in  the  Scotch  office, 
they  were,  in  fact,  taken  by  his  Church,  from 
the  Greek  liturgies ;  because  they  were,  in 
historical  truth,  merely  retained  from  the  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  service  of  the  mass. 

“  The  Scotch  peculiarities  are,  we  grant,  of 
a  more  early  date  than  the  other  more  gross 
and  fatal  errors  of  Rome  ;  but  to  hold  to  these, 
is  to  retain  what  Rome  has  ever  given  to  her 
votaries  :  and  to  retain  them  is,  with  regard  to 
history  as  well  as  to  doctrine,  to  return  to 
Rome. 

“  Bishop  Terrot  might,  indeed,  reply,  that 
it  is  to  his  mind  (although  it  most  certainly  is 
not  so  to  ours)  a  corroboration  o(  these  points 
that  they  are  also  to  be  found  in  the  Greek 
liturgies.  But  what  then  becomes  of  his  un¬ 
fortunate  assertion,  that  the  Scotch  office  was 
not  drawn  up  in  imitation,  in  any  respect  of 
the  Roman  ?  The  mass-book  was,  in  reality, 
the  model  and  source  from  which  the  peculiar 
usages  in  the  Scotch  service  came.  To  deny 
this,  and  assert  the  contrary,  is,  on  the  part  of 
Bishop  Terrot,  neither  grateful  in  feeling,  nor 
true  in  fact :  and  he  has  made  an  assertion 
upon  this  head,  which  he  undoubtedly  cannot 
prove. 

“  That  which  Dr.  Terrot,  therefore,  pre¬ 
sumed  to  attribute  to  the  Bishop  of  Cashel  ; 
namely,  *  such  rashness  as  must  be  imputed 
to  every  man  who  ivrites  and  publishes  upon 
a  subject  of  which  he  is  ignorant,'  is  (ns 
we  have  shown)  an  accusation  applicable 
not  to  Bishop  Daly,  but,  in  the  most  am¬ 
ple  measure,  to  Bishop  Terrot  himself. 

“  We  now  return  for  a  moment,  to  another 
point.  Dr.  Terrot  has  referred  to  ‘  the  first 
communion  office  of  Edward  VI.,  which  was 
no  doubt,'  be  says,  ‘advisedly  given  up,  that 
is,  upon  the  advice  of  Bucer  and  Calvin. — 
Thus,  while  Dr.  T.  admits  that  the  first  com¬ 
munion  office  was  given  up  advisedly  by 
Cranmer  and  Ridley,  his  explanation  of  the 
term  advisedly,  is,  by  the  advice  of  Bucer  and 
Calvin.  Bishop  Terrot,  therefore,  seeks  to 
convey  to  his  readers,  the  notion,  that  the 
omission  in  the  second  book  of  Edward,  of 
the  few  superstitious  matters  which  had  still 
been  retained  in  the  first,  was  not  the  inde¬ 
pendent  act  of  Cranmer  and  Ridley,  but  was, 
on  their  part,  an  unwilling  compliance  with 
the  weak  scruples  of  certain  foreign  Re¬ 
formers. 

“To  say  this,  is  not  only  to  affirm  what 
there  is  no  positive  ground  for  believing, 
but  what  is  directly  contrary  to  all  that  is 
known  of  the  characters  of  the  great  leaders 
of  the  English  Reformation.  We  repeal  our 
denial  of  the  truth  or  accuracy  of  the  view  of 
Dr.  Terrot :  we  affirm,  that  it  is  unfounded 
and  cannot  be  proved. 

“  It  is,  indeed,  staled  by  Burnet,  that  the 
first  book  of  Edward,  was  translated  into 
Latin,  by  Alexander  Alesse,  in  order  to  ob¬ 
tain  the  opinions  of  Bucer  and  Peter  Martyr. 
Bucer,  in  particular,  who  was  at  that  time 
Regius  Pro.fessor  of  Divinity  at  Cambridge, 
expressed  his  views  in  writing  upon  many 
points :  and  they  are  to  be  seen  at  full  length 
in  his  Scripta  Anglicana,  1577.  So  far,  how¬ 
ever,  from  that  judicious  and  learned  theolo¬ 
gian  having  pressed  his  sentiments  upon  the 
governors  of  the  English  Church,  his  opin¬ 
ions  were  only  given  at  the  special  request 
and  immediate  command  of  Archbishop  Cran¬ 
mer:  and  this  was  only  one  out  of  many  ele¬ 
ments  for  decision  which  were  present  to  the 
minds  of  the  leading  Anglican  Reformers. 
The  same  statement  in  substance,  is  appli¬ 
cable  (mutatis  mutandis)  to  other  foreign 
divines. 

“  This  is  the  view  justly  entertained  by  Dr. 
Gloucester  Ridely,  in  his  valuable  life  of 
his  ancestor  Bishop  Ridley,  1763,  pp.  3;J3, 
4 ;  by  Archbishop  Laurence  in  his  Bampton 
Lectures,  ed.  ItiOo,  p.  247,  or  l!S20,  p.  ‘254  ; 
and  by  the  accurate  Dr.  Cardwell,  in  the  pre¬ 
face  to  his  Liturgies  of  Edward  VI.  Dr.  G. 
Ridley,  in  particular,  slates,  ‘  In  the  convoca¬ 
tion  of  this  year  [1551] . there  were 

some  doubts  relating  to  some  things  in  the 
Common  Prayer  Book,  feasts,  forms  of  words 
at  delivering  the  elements  in  the  sacrament 
of  the  Lord’s  Supper,  and  the  different  modes 
of  administering  it.  A  review  of  it  was  there¬ 
fore  determined :  many  things  were  thought 
proper  to  be  altered.  Bucer  and  Afartyr 
were  desired  to  give  their  opinions  also;  as 
appears  by  a  letter  from  Martyr  to  Bucer, 
January  10.  ...  But  they  had  no  further 

hand  in  the  alterations,  than  in  delivering 
their  censures  separately  to  the  ArcMyishop  ; 
for  in  the  same  letter.  Martyr  says,  that  what 
the  points  were,  that  it  had  been  agreed 
should  be  altered,  he  know  not,  nor  durst 
presume  to  ask.  ,^nd  as  for  Bucer,  he  died 
the  latter  end  of  the  next  month,  and  could  be 
no  further  concerned  in  it.  And  as  the  Re¬ 
viewers  were  not  moved  by  them,  but  by 
some  members  of  the  Convocation  ;  so,  many 
alterations  were  agreed  on  before  those  pro¬ 
fessors  were  consulted,  as  appears  from  the 
same  leftei.'  This  clear  statement  shows, 
how  unfounded  is  the  opinion  which  Bishop 
Terrot  has  so  rashly  hazarded. 

“  The  decision  on  this  matter,  which  the 
heads  of  our  Church  formed  spontaneously, 
and  after  the  most  ample  inquiry  and  mature 
deliberation,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  VI.,  was 
again  confirmed  by  the  Houses  of  Convoca¬ 
tion  at  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Elizabeth; 
and  that  determination  was,  in  particular,  rati 
fled  and  adopted  by  the  Convocation  which 
gave  to  our  Liturgy  its  last  revision,  in  1661 : 


a  body  which,  we  need  scarcely  add,  could 
hardly  have  been  influenced  strongly  or  un¬ 
duly  by  the  views  of  the  foreign  Reformer. 

“The  wholesome  judgment,  therefore,  of 
our  English  Reformers  in  the  reign  of  Ed¬ 
ward  VI.,  in  rejecting  these  usages  or  opin¬ 
ions,  to  which,  as  they  re-appear  in  the  Scotch 
Communion  Office,  we  ourselves,  in  common 
wiih  the  Bishop  of  Cashel  and  all  sound- 
minded  divines,  object,  has  become  the  ex¬ 
pressed  mind  of  our  Reformed  and  Protestant 
Church. 

“  Bishop  Terrot  has  acknowledged,  that 
‘among  the  indigenous  clergy  [of  the  Scotch 
Episcopal  Church],  and  probably  among  their 
flocks,  there  has  always  existed  a  strong  love 
for  Catholicity,  as  distinguished  from  and  op¬ 
posed  to  Romanism,  and  an  excessive  fond¬ 
ness  for  the  Vincentian  rule,  (^tod  semper, 
ubxfjue,  et  ab  omnibus.'  He  proceeds,  ‘  In 
the  devious  course  which  the  Tractarians 
have  pursued  since  1828  ....  down  to  1815, 
when  Mr.  Newman  developed  his  principles 
into  full  blown  Popery,  they  have  stum¬ 
bled  upon  and  over  many  truths  and  many 
errors.  At  ene  time,  they  supported  this 
Catholic  theory,  and  thus  accidentally  coin¬ 
ciding  with  the  favourite  theory  of  the  old 
Scottish  Episcopalians,  they  were  then  view¬ 
ed  by  them  with  much  favour.’  We  thank 
Bishop  Terrot  for  this  tolerable  open  confes¬ 
sion,  while  we  mourn  over  the  state  of  affairs 
which  it  signifies  :  and  we  do  not  regard  the 
darkness  of  the  case  as  at  all  lightened  hy 
Dr.  Terror  having  deigned  to  add,  ‘Now  that 
they  [the  Tractarians]  have  utterly  discarded 
that  theory,  and  adopted  the  different  and  dis¬ 
crepant  theory  of  developments,  1  doubt  much 
whether  a  single  clerical  member  of  our 
church  would,  in  your  lordship’s  language, 
‘  throw  the  weight  of  his  countenance  into 
their  scale.’ 

“  With  regard  to  the  Scotch  doctrinal  ob¬ 
servances,  we  w'ould  only  further  inquire, 
Cau  Bishop  Terrot  adduce  in  their  behalf,  in 
addition  to  human  precedents,  even  %  single 
passage  (in  any  but  a  non-natural  sense)  of 
Holy  Writ? 

“  We  venture  to  recommend  to  Bishop 
Terrot,  with  sincere  good  will  to  himself  in¬ 
dividually,  to  reconsider  this  entire  subject, 
not  only  with  more  care  than  he  setMiis  to 
have  hitherto  exercised,  but  with  humble 
prayer,  through  mediation  of  the  Son  of  God, 
for  the  leaching  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  and  to 
seek  for  inspired  truth,  not  in  the  first  Liturgy 
of  Edward  VI.,  nor  in  the  Roman,  nor  in  the 
Greek  communion  offices,  but  in  the  unerring 
oracles  of  the  written  Word  of  the  living 
God. 

“  We  have  endeavoured  to  discharge  our 
duty  in  defending  the  scriptural  position  (with 
regard  to  the  Scotch  observances)  in  which 
our  church  was  originally  placed  by  men  who 
sealed  with  their  blood,  in  the  flames  of  the 
Church  of  Rome,  their  testimony  to  the  pure 
doctrines  they  had  delivered.  And  we  pray, 
that  it  may  not  be  said  by  the  Most  High,  to 
the  Episcopal  Church  of  Scotland,  as  it  was 
to  Israel  of  old.  Thy  silver  is  become  dross  : 
and,  both  figurative  and  literally.  Thy  wine 
IS  MIXED  with  water.” — (Isa.  V.  22.)

THE  AMERICAN  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  NOT 
ANTI-REPUBLICAN. 

BT  THE  EEV.  M.  H.  HENDERSOM. 

I  refer  to  these  facts  to  show  the  peculiar 
difficulties  with  which  our  church  had  to 
struggle  from  its  connection  with  the  Church 
of  England.  In  consequence  of  this,  mary 
congregations  were  scattered  to  the  winds; 
and  it  was  not  until  years  after  the  war,  that 
regular  organization  and  discipline  were  re¬ 
stored.  Bound,  as  were  the  clergy,  by  a 
declaration  solemn  as  an  oath,  that  they 
would  use,  in  all  their  public  services,  “the 
Prayer  hook  of  the  Church  of  England,”  in 
which  were  prayers  appointed  for  the  king 
and  royal  family,  “  many  able  and  worthy 
ministers,”  says  Bishop  White,  in  his  Me¬ 
moirs  of  the  Church,  “from  conscientious 
scruples  ceased  to  officiate,”  when  such 
prayers  could  no  longer  he  used.  “  Owing 
to  these  circumstances,”  he  adds,  “  the  doors 
of  the  far  greater  number  of  the  Episcopal 
Churches  were  closed  for  several  years.” 
Whatever  we  may  think  of  the  conduct  of 
these  clergy  in  other  respects,  we  cannot  but 
Donor  their  purity  of  motive  and  honesty  of 
principle,  thus  maintained  and  manifested  by 
the  sacrifice  of  all  that  men  hold  dear. 

Yet  there  were  others,  and  among  them 
the  illustrious  individual  to  whom  I  have 
just  referred,  who  saw  the  necessity  of  the 
case,  and  threw  the  whole  weight  of  their 
influence  upon  the  side  of  the  colonies. 
Prominent  among  these  were  the  clergy  of 
Philadelphia.  Let  not  the  Protestant  Episco¬ 
palian  ferget  that  Bishop  While,  “  the  father 
of  bis  Church,”  was  one  of  the  first  chap¬ 
lains  of  Congress,  and  invoked,  as  such,  the 
divine  blessing  upon  their  earliest  delibera¬ 
tions  :  nor  let  him  forget  that  W’ashingion 
himself,  “  the  father  of  his  country,”  that 
great  and  good  man,  worshipped  at  her  altars, 
attending  regularly  upon  her  solemn  services. 
No  : — let  him  not  forget  that  while  her  clergy 
were  thus  hampered  and  distracted  fiom  the 
very  nature  of  their  position,  her  laity  in  the 
middle  and  southern  Slates  lent  a  most  effi 
cient  aid  in  their  country’s  hour  of  need. 
Among  the  stout  hearts  and  true,  that  stood 
up  manfully  for  their  country's  rights,  who 
more  prominent  than  Alexander  Hamilton, 
and  John  Jay,  and  Richard  Henry  Lee,  and 
Benjamin  Franklin,  and  Patrick  Henry, 
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and  Anthony  Wayne,  and  Generals  Moul¬ 
trie,  Sumpter,  and  Morgan?  Who,  after 
W'ashin^on,  contributed  more  to  secure  the 
indepeudence  of  these  colonies  ?  And  yet 
these  men  were  by  profession  or  preference 
connected  with  the  Church  of  England.  All 
the  patriots  from  South  Carolina  and  Vir- 
ginia,  what  were  they  but  Episcopalians  ? 
Nay,  all  from  the  south,  with  but  few  excep¬ 
tions,  and  with  them  a  multitude  in  the  north. 

Such  facts  as  these  but  ill  comport  with 
the  assertion  sometimes  recklessly  made,  that 
our  church  is  anti-republican.  She  hath 
borne,  my  brethren,  her  full  share  both  in  the 
anxious  deliberations  of  the  council-board, 
and  the  hard  toil  of  the  battle-field.  At  this 
very  moment,  a  large  number  of  our  highest 
officers,  both  upon  land  and  sea,  who  hold 
their  lives  at  their  country’s  bidding,  adhere 
to  her  faith,  and  discipline,  and  worship,  as 
the  religion  of  their  choice.  The  Episcopal 
Church  anti-republican  !  that  contributed  as 
much  if  not  more  than  all  others — the  above 
names  being  the  witness — to  the  independ¬ 
ence  of  these  United  States  !  The  Episcopal 
Church  anti-republican !  so  ready  with  her 
best  life-blood  to  uphold  the  honor  and  the 
interests  of  our  common  country !  The 
Episcopal  Church  anti-republican !  that 
daily  seeks  God’s  richest  blessing  upon  the 
highest  officer  of  the  Republic,  with  “all 
that  are  in  authority,”  and  her  chosen  legis¬ 
lature  “in  Congress  assembled!”  This 
Church  anti-republican,  whose  whole  form 
of  government  is  most  strikingly  analogous 
lo  that  of  the  State  ?  Where  else  are  the 
checks  and  balances  of  ecclesiastical  legisla¬ 
tion  so  wisely  ordered,  and  so  well  arranged  ? 
Where  else  is  the  religious  denomination 
among  us,  where  the  laity  as  such,  have  a 
negative  upon  the  acts  of  the  clergy,  so  that 
no  legislative  enactment  can  have  place 
without  their  concurrence  ?  The  author  is 
not  aware  that  so  republican  a  feature  is 
found  in  any  of  the  denominations  around  us. 
The  Episcopal  Methodist  denomination  ad¬ 
mits  no  representation  at  all  ot  the  laity, — 
(Decanver’s  Catalogue,  p.  4,) — while  among 
others,  he  believes  a  majority  of  the  clergy 
may  carry  any  favorite  measure.  The 
Bishops  loo  are  elective  otficers.  They  hold 
indeed  their  office  for  life,  or  rather  for 
“good  behaviour.”  But  that  such  a  tenure 
is  consistent  with  republican  institutions,  is 
manifest  from  the  fact,  that  the  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  as  well  as  others,  hold  their 
offices  by  the  same  tenure. 

“  In  the  American  Episcopal  Church,  the 
body  which  exercises  her  legislative  power, 
is  constituted  analogous  to  the  paramount 
civil  body  of  the  United  States — the  Con¬ 
gress.  This  consists  of  two  houses,  of  sena¬ 
tors  and  representatives  of  the  several  States, 
the  concurrence  of  both  being  necessary  to 
laws.  And  the  supreme  authority  of  the 
American  Episcopal  Church  is  vested  in  like 
manner,  in  a  General  Convention  of  two 
houses,  with  co-ordinate  powers — the  House 
of  Bishops  of  the  several  dioceses — and  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  from 
each  diocese,  chosen  by  the  clergy  and  re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  congregations  in  dioces¬ 
an  conventions ;  the  consent  of  both  houses 
being  necessary  to  the  acts  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  ;  and  the  clergy  and  laity  having  a  nega¬ 
tive  upon  each  other.  The  government  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  America  is,  perhaps, 
even  more  republican  than  that  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  denomination.  The  legislative  bo¬ 
dies  of  the  latter  are  not  divided  as  that  of 
the  General  Convention  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  is,  into  two  houses,  similar  to  the 
civil  legislatures,  nor  in  their  ecclesiastical 
assemblies,  have  the  laity,  voting  as  a  dis¬ 
tinct  body,  a  complete  negative  upon  the 
acts  of  the  clergy,  as  they  have  in  all  the 
legislative  bodies  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church.” 

“  There  is  also  a  close  analogy  between 
the  civil  government  and  the  government  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  single  and  re¬ 
sponsible  Executives ;  the  president  and 
governors  in  the  one  ;  and  in  the  other  the 
Bishops  of  the  several  dioceses,  originally 
elective  officers,  and  amenable  by  impeach¬ 
ment  of  the  Diocesan  Conventions  to  the 
General  Council  of  Bishops.” — liishop  Ho¬ 
bart,  “  United  States  compared  with  Eng¬ 
land.^' 


THE  CONSEQUENCE  OF  EXTOLLING 
TRADITION. 

From  Bishop  Lee's  Frimmry  Charge. 

I  do  not  conceive,  that  an  unusual  degree 
of  penetration  is  required  to  discern  the  le¬ 
gitimate  issue  of  this  traditional  scheme,  in 
avowed  Romanism.  This  indued  is  stoutly 
denied.  But  it  was  also  denied,  with  equal 
strength  of  asseveration,  by  numbers  of  able 
and  learned  men  who  are  now  enrolled  under 
the  banners  of  Rome.  They  maintained, 
not  very  long  ago,  that  this  must  be  the  cho¬ 
sen  weapon  wherewith  to  wage  our  contro¬ 
versy  with  the  moDsirous  usurpation.  The 
Protestant,  with  his  Bible  only,  was  sure, 
they  told  us,  lo  be  worsted  in  the  struggle. 
What  has  been  the  issue?  Converts  have 
been  made,  not  a  few  ;  persons  of  learning, 
zeal  and  reputation  ;  but  to  which  side  ?  Are 
not  the  fool-prints  all  pointed  in  one  direc¬ 
tion  ?  And  in  the  face  of  such  facts  as  we 
have  witnessed,  is  the  same  cry  to  be  con¬ 
tinued,  and  shall  w’e  be  expected  to  credit  it  ? 
Some  of  those  who  have  recently  apostatized, 
have  declared  that,  during  the  previous  years 
of  their  connection  with  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land,  they  knew  not  the  natural  and  neces¬ 
sary  result  of  the  principles  which  they  had 
adopted.  They  were  led  along  unconsciously 
by  the  system  of  which  they  bad  become 
enamored,  until  they  found  themselves  ready 
lo  adjure  their  former  communion,  baptism, 
and  ordination.  Shall  such  a  lesson  be  lost 
upon  our  own  Church?  Have  we  not  a 
fflariug  evidence  of  the  true  tendency  of  that 
system,  one  of  the  leading  features  of  which 
is^the  denial  of  the  right  of  individual  judg¬ 
ment?  And  the  surprise  expressed  at  such 
an  issue  is  itself  surprising.  To  this  the  sys¬ 
tem  runs  in  due  course.  The  man  who 
seeks  for  truth,  not  so  much  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  as  in  the  tradition  of  the  ancients, 
becomes  perplexed  and  dissatisfied.  He 
finds  himself  very  far  from  that  certainty 


with  the  expectation  of  which  he  had  ht'en 
deluded.  Finding  himself  upon  unstable 
footing,  and  weary  of  being  tossed  lo  and 
fro,  he  looks  eagerly  for  some  firmer  ground 
whereon  to  plant  his  feel.  This  Home  boldly 
promises.  She  bolds  forth  the  lure  of  an 
"ecclfsia  docens  a  living  interpreter; 
Catholic  tradition,  not  buried  in  lime-wom 
volumes,  and  in  obscure  and  contradiciory 
records,  but  speaking  forth,  in  present  tones, 
its  infallible  ioterpreiations.  An  actual,  pre¬ 
sent  and  living  Judge  can  alone  satisfy  the 
cravings  of  the  unquiet  soul.  Self  banished 
from  the  fountain  ol  living  water  in  the  Book 
of  (4od,  at  this  polluted  stream  it  is  fain  to 
slake  its  thirst.  And  thus  it  hath  come  lo 
pass  that  the  man,  who  w  arned  others  of  the 
jdan^'r  of  searching  the  Scriptures,  undirect¬ 
ed  by  tradition  and  Church  authority,  lest 
!  they  should  fall  into  grievous  errors,  is  ere 
long  himself  prostrate  before  the  images  of 
the  Saints,  worshipping  the  Virgin,  and  dei¬ 
fying  the  eucharistic  wafer.  And  this  is  iho 
more  excellent  way  ! 

It  is  but  a  shallow  pretence,  my  Reverend 
brethren,  that  by  thus  extolling  tradition,  and 
deprecating  individual  examination  of  the 
Scriptures,  we  are  advancing  the  interests  of 
our  Church.  I  cannot  admit  that  attachment 
to  deserve  the  name  of  sound  and  scriplunil, 
which,  in  its  endeavors  lo  build  up  the 
Church,  casts  dishonor  upon  the  word  of 
God.  From  no  quarter  have  we  heard  loud¬ 
er  professions  of  xeal  for  the  Church,  than 
from  those  deluded  men  who  now  denounce 
her  as  heretical  and  schismatic.  We  havt? 
had  enough  of  such  defenders,  and  of  such 
championship.  It  is  a  plain  and  true  ninxiiu 
that  no  cause,  much  less  ii  holy  muse,  ta  lo 
I  be  promoted  by  unsound  arguments.  No 
greater  injury  can  be  done  to  truth  ihun  so 
to  couple  It  with  falsehood,  that  it  must  sufl'.  r 
from  the  odium  of  ultimnlc  exposure.  We 
cannot  more  effectually  bring  important  prin¬ 
ciples  into  suspicion  and  contempt,  than  hy 
overstating  and  exagger.iling  them.  There 
will  certainly  arise  therefrom  a  revulsion  of 
feeling,  that  will  discard  together  the  princi¬ 
ple  and  the  exaggeration.  To  the  compul¬ 
sory  and  tyrannical  unity  of  Romanism,  wo 
are  indebted  for  the  multiplied  sects  and  di¬ 
visions  among  Protestants.  And  so  also,  ilio 
real  regard  which  is  duo  to  aiiiiqutiv,  the 
important  testimony  which  is  thence  to  ho 
drawn  touching  the  structuro,  government 
and  ritual  of  the  early  Church  are  in  danger 
of  being  despised  and  disregarded  on  account 
of  the  undue  exaltation  of  tradition.  Tho 
real  support,  which  our  Church  ought  thcnco 
to  derive  from  the  confirmation  given  lo  her 
doctrines  and  practice,  is  chiefly  hazarded 
by  the  zeal  of  misjudging  advocates. 

As  a  member  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  I  do  not  admit  the  necessity  of  an¬ 
cient  tradition,  valuable  as  it  may  be  in  its 
place,  to  prove  and  establish  our  peculiar 
doctrines.  For  those  things  in  which  wo 
differ  from  other  Christian  bodies,  I  find  war¬ 
rant  satisfactory  and  evidence  convincing  iii 
the  holy  volume.  And  1  am  persuaded  that 
the  progress  of  the  Church  is  most  surely  and 
effectually  lo  be  promoted  by  resting  the 
argument  in  her  behalf  mainly  upon  tho 
Scriptures.  Thus,  os  to  her  ministry,  tho 
epistles  lo  Timothy,  to  Titus,  and  to  the 
Angels  of  the  Seven  Churches,  with  the  con¬ 
firmatory  passages  in  other  parts  of  the  New 
'restameiit,  have  doubtless  carried  conviciioa 
to  many  minds  that  would  have  been  shut 
against  all  appeal  to  antiquity.  And  yet,  ns 
to  mailers  of  usuage  and  practice,  and  ar¬ 
rangements  of  external  order  whereof  the 
senses  of  men  are  witnesses,  that  appeal  is 
evidently  far  stronger  and  safer  than  in  points 
of  doctrine.  To  insist  however  upon  Scrip¬ 
ture,  as  our  only  rule  of  faith  and  practice,  is 
not  to  deny  ourselves  any  aid  or  light  that 
the  ancient  Church  can  supply.  While  iht« 
other  course,  the  raaking  tradition  the  inter¬ 
preter  and  key,  and  the  putting  the  advocacy 
of  the  Church  upon  that  ground,  is  to  desert 
the  rock  for  the  shifting  sand,  to  do  vast  in¬ 
justice  to  our  cause,  and,  as  experience  has 
shewn,  to  jeopard  faith  and  truth. 

There  is  no  little  inconsistency  in  the  claim 
that  they  alone  are  the  true  sous  and  defen¬ 
ders  of  the  Church  who  would  fasten  upon 
her  a  tenet  which  she  bas'no  where  asserted, 
but  which,  in  her  standards,  directly  and  in¬ 
directly,  she  has  disavowed  and  rejected  ;  a 
tenet  which  her  distinguished  theologians 
have  combated  with  most  convincing  force  of 
argument,  as  one  of  the  palpable  and  penii- 
cious  errors  of  Rome ;  and  which  she  cast 
off  at  the  Reformation  as  part  of  the  yoke  of 
bondage  under  which  for  long  centuries  she 
had  groaned.  With  a  great  price  obtained 
she  then  this  freedom,  and  oh  that  none  of 
her  sons,  specially  those  entrusted  by  h*  r 
with  the  awful  charge  of  the  gospel  ministry, 
may  seek  to  betray  and  surrender  it. 

But  while  we  are  bound  to  maintain,  as  a 
part  of  that  “  liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath, 
made  us  free,”  the  right  of  “  proving  all 
things,”  and  of  appealing  constantly  “  lo  tho 
law  and  to  the  testimony”  for  the  ascerlaiii- 
nient  of  the  truth,  let  us  not  cease  lo  slrivo 
that  we  may  suitably  feel  ourselves,  and  teach 
our  people,* that  for  this,  and  every  exerciso 
of  our  privileges  and  faculties,  we  are  ac¬ 
countable  to  God.  And  that  accountability, 
as  it  rests  upon  the  ministry  of  Christ  in  limes 
like  these,  is  grave  indeed.  Let  us  not  lose 
sight  of  the  inseparable  connection  between 
the  understanding  and  the  heart.  The  say¬ 
ing  of  our  Lord,  “  If  any  man  will  do  His 
will  he  shall  know  of  the  doctrine  whether  it 
be  of  God,”  is  most  worthy  to  be  heeded  by 
us  all.  While  the  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  dispenses  not  with  our  own  strivings  and 
studies,  yet  to  it  alone  must  we  trust  for  the 
confidence  of  acartain  faith.  To  a  dislike  uf 
the  simple  and  quickening  verities  of  the  gos¬ 
pel,  may  be  really  attributable  the  melancholy 
defection  of  intelligent  and  learned  men  to  an 
idolatrous  Communion.  When  those  bleMcd 
j  truths,  for  which  martyrs  have  freely  given 
their  bodies  to  be  burned,  become  lo  us  unat¬ 
tractive  and  wearisome,  or  when  we  part  with 
the  simplicity  and  godly  sincerity  that  pertain 
to  the  disciple  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  know  not 
whither  we  may  he  driven,  or  lo  what  strong 
delusion  we  may  be  abandoned.  May  Al¬ 
mighty  God  deepen  our  humility;  enla'go 
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our  trust;  quicken  us  in  watchfulness  and 
prayer,  and  enable  us  to  “contend  ramestlj, 
not  for  any  human  system  however  specious, 
or  however  entitled,  but  for  “the  faith  once 
delivered  to  the  Saints,”  for  bis  dear  Son’s 
sake.”  _ _ _

REVIEW  OF  PROFESSOR  OARBETT  ON  THE 
MILLENNIUM. 

(COSCLCDED) 

I  have  already  exceeded  the  limits  which  I 
proposed  to  occupy  in  the  Recorder,  and  will 
therefore  close  my  observations,  with  the  present 
article. 

I  have  endeavored  in  connection  with  Rev.  xx., 
to  show  that  tlie  Millennium  will,  bc^jin  with  the 
first  Resurrection — and  as  other  Scriptures  make 
the  cominif  of  Christ  contemporaneous  with  this 
Resurrection,  it  appears  that  Christ’s  coming  is 
premillenial.

I  “  VVe  should  never  forget”  says  a  certain  writer, 

I  “  Uiat  the  period  of  Christ’s  humiliation  reaches 
!  from  the  monieiit  of  his  incarnation  to  his  actual 
triumph  in  millenial  glory.

'  now  our  ascended  Lord,  he  only  sustains  the  high 
office  of  Mediator  before  God,  the  holding  of 
I  which  forms  part  of  his  self-abasement,  and  hence 
ill  a  certain  sen$e  his  personal  abeence  from  the 
earth  is  no  less  a  deprivation  of  bis  glory  than  of 
our  owni|BAnd  if  at  tliat  future  personal  coming 
of  the  Rfficemer,  for  which  millenarians  looku 
be  is  to  be  seated  on  a  throne  of  glory  on  which 
he  has  never  yet  set — and  receive  a  kingdom,  he 
lias  never  yet  received— obtain  a  reward  that 
lias  never  yet  been  given  him — then  it  is  certain, 
that  when  learned  doctors  and  professors — and 
opposera  of  the  Jiiillenarian  system  of  whatever 
name  or  standing — speak  of  that  coming  as 
“  something  revolting  to  their  feelings,  as  well  as 
at  variance  with  all  the  conclusions  of  their  rea¬ 
son,”  they  do  “err, not  knowing  the  Scriptures, 

I  nor  the  power  of  God.” 

That  so  many  “  masters  in  Israel,”  are  slow 
,  ofheart  to  believe  what  the  prophets  have  spoken, 
I  and  prefer  to  involve  them  in  obscurity,  rather 
than  receive  with  readiness  of  mind — need  not

artd  personal  appearance, 
pen  till  this  event  arrives.  This  strikes  at  the 
foundation  of  the  whole  system  — it  is  a  preliminary 
objection  and  incupefable.”  Here  is  evidently 
the  objection  on  w  Inch  Professor  G.  mainly  relies 
against  the  views  of  the  Millenarians.  It  has  at 
the  first  glance  a  formidable  apjtearance — and  has 
been  called  by  some  one,  “  the  millstone  altout  the 
neck  of  Millenarianism*’ — but  when  examined,  it 
IS  found  to  be  no  objection  at  all. 

There  are  tlirec  remarks  to  be  made  respecting 
this  conflagration  of  which  Sl  Peter  speaks.  In 
tlie  first  place  the  Apostle  does  not  specify  dis¬ 
tinctly  when  it  is  to  occur.  He  says,  “The  day  of 
the  Jx)rd  shall  come,  &.c.,in//ie  fc/ticA,  the  heavens 
shall  |wiss  away,”  itc.  Now  if  this  expression 
“  the  day  of  the  Lord,”  were  an  ordinary  day  of 
hours  duration,  the  reference  to  it  would  be 
distinct  and  specific  enough.  But  it  is  perfectly 
evident  from  a  variety  of  passages  that  tliis  is  nut 
the  case, 
salvation 


to  the  experience,  and  might  well  have  been 
“  revolting  to  the  reason”  of  man.  And  that 
men  should  be  still  more  skeptical,  in  regard  to 
his  second  coming  and  his  kingdom,  we  might  ex- 
p*‘Ct  from  the  words  of  Christ  to  Nicodemus,  “  if 
I  have  U)ld  you  earthly  things,  and  ye  believe  not, 
how  shall  ye  believe  if  I  tell  you  of  heavenly 
tilings.”  Nevertheless,  we  are  led  to  expect 
“  greater  things”  than  any  which  have  yet  been 
witnes-sed — surpassing  all  our  past  experience  and 
contravening  all  our  preconceived  opinions;  in  a 
word,  we  expect  to  see  “  heaven  opened,  Christ  ap¬ 
pearing,  angels  accompanying  him,  saints  rising  to 
meet  liim  and  sinners  prostrating  themselves  be¬ 
fore  him.  May  every  reader  of  these  lines  be 
able  to  say,  “  I  know  whom  I  have  believed,  and 
that  he  is  able  to  keep  that  which  I  have  commit¬ 
ted  tc  him  against  that  day.  Henceforth  there 
is  laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteousness,  which 


Sl  Paul  uses  the  phrase— “  the  day  of  ^be  Lord  shall  give  me  in  that  day,  and  not  me 
—to  denote  the  whole  indefinite  period  '  on'y.  but  to  ail  them  also  that  love  his  ap^aring.” 


of  the  present  dispensation.  In  like  manner  these 
expressions,  “ thedayoftlie  IiOrd,”and  “the  dayof  j 
jii(igmerit,”aro  employed  todcnoteaprotracteil  pe-  j 
nod — or  anotherdispeiisation — which  is  tnsiicceed  j 
tins  “day  of  salvation” — or  dis[)en^ation  of  grace,  ! 
under  which  we  now  live.  This  “day  of  the  Lord,”  j 
seems  to  embrace  within  its  limits — the  thousand  | 
years’  reign  of  the  Martyrs,  spoken  of  in  Rev.  ;

The  24lh  chapter  of  Isaiali, 
describes  the  judgments  to  he  poured  upon  the 
earth  wlieu  “Ihedayof  the  Jjord”  coineth :  and 
in  the  Gill  verse  of  this  chapter,  we  read,  “  there¬ 
fore  hath  the  curse  devoured  the  earth,  and  they 
flittt dwell  therein  are  desolate:  therefore  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  earth  are  burned,  and  few  men 
left."  The  sixty-sixth  chapter  of  l.-aiali  is  of  the 
same  character;  and  in  the  15lh  and  lOih  verses 
we  read — “  For  behold,  the  l/ird  will  come  with 
lire,  and  with  his  chariots  like  a  whirlwind,  to 
render  his  anger  w'ilh  fury,  and  his  rebukes  with 
flames  of  fire.  'For  by  sword  and  by  tire  will  the 
Jjord  plead  with  all  flesh,  and  llie  slain  of  the 
Jjord  shall  be  many. 


regards  as  his  darling  sin,  the  pride  that  apes 
humility;”  and  “old  Miles  Coverdale  shrunk 
from  Episcopal  drapwry  with  the  same  sensitive¬ 
ness  which  had  affected  the  epedermis  of  his 
Right  Rev,  brother.”  To  this,  I  should  notice, 
there  is  no  explanation.  It  must  also  be  remark¬ 
ed  that  these  extracts  contain  no  allusion;  and 
none  is  therefore  now  needed,  to  the  manner  or 
means  wliicli  Hooper  or  his  opponents  employed 
in  this  affiir.  Hooper  is  rated  as  a  Puritan,  and 
his  sacred  character  held  up  in  tones  of  ridi¬ 
cule,  simply  for  the  fact  of  his  refusal  to  be  con¬ 
secrated  in  tbe  then  Episcopal  robes.  Allow  me  to 
oiler  some  difficulties  in  the  way  of  such  a  charge, 
as  made  by  a  Protestant  Episcopalian. 

I.  The  habits  weie  peculiarly  Popish.  The 
glance  of  an  eye-witness  gives  us  “an  upper 


Now  we  must  either  regard  Isaiah,  in  these  j  garment  or  long  scarlet  ciiyinere  down  to  the 


I)as^age.s,  as  referring  to  judgments  with  which 
“the  day  of  the  I/Ord”  will  Ijc  introduced,  while 
St,  Peter  speaks  of  the  judgments  with  which  it 
w'ill  be  concluded  ;  or  we  must  regard  the  Pro¬ 
phet  and  Apostle  as  both  referring  to  the  same 
event,  and  consider  Isaiah  as  explaining  Peter — 
and  thus,  in  either  case  the  conflagration,  of 
w hich  the  Apostle  speaks,  presents  no  objection 
to  the  Millenarians  system. 

But  then  in  tlie  third  place,  admit  that  Sl 
Peter’s  conflagration  is  to  universal — and  ad¬ 

mit  too  that  It  is  to  take  place  at  the  beginning  of 
“  the  day  of  the  Lord” — what  then  is  the  amount 
of  tills  “  insuperable  objection  1”  It  is  simply 
this:  that  Millenarians  represent  the  SScriptures 
as  leaching  in  one  place  that  when  the  day  of  the 
J,ord  comes  there  will  be  a  general  conflagration  I 
of  tlie  world — and  in  other  places  that  there  will 
be  a  remnant  of  our  race  preservetl,  who  are  still 
partakers  of  flesh  and  blood,  and  who  will  inhabit 
the  earth  after  this  conflagration.  In  other  words 
Millenarians  represent  God  as  saying  that  he 
will  do  a  certain  thing,  and  Professor  Garbett,  and 
those  who  accord  with  him,  cannot  understand 
how  he  will  do  iL  This  is,  indeed,  an  “  insupera¬ 
ble  objection.”  But  whatever  weight  there  may 
be  ill  this  objection,  it  is  not  removed  by  a  man’s 
views  respecting  the  personal,  premillenial  com¬ 
ing  of  ChrisL  For  place  this  conflagralioii  when 
and  where  you  will— the  Scriptures  appear  to 
leach  that  there  will  be  a  continuance  of  our  race 
upon  the  earth  with  the  perpetuaterl  distinction  of 
Jew  and  Gentile,  after  that  conflagration  has 
taken  place.  See  Isa.  Ixvi.  !J2  :  Rev.  xxi.  24,  &.c. 
And  hence  whatever  difficulty  tliere  may  bo  in 
this  objection,  it  belongs  not  to  the  Millenariau 
system,  but  to  the  Scriptures  tliemselves.  It  is 
just  such  a  difficulty  as  a  btdiever  in  the  ante¬ 
diluvian  world  would  have  experienced  had  he 
been  told  of  God’s  purpose  to  destroy  the  world  by 
a  universal  deluge — and  yet  to  continue  the  race 
of  men  upon  it;  while  he  wa.s  left  in  ignorance 
of  the  way  in  which  it  should  be  brought  about. 

How  shall  these  things  be!”  has  always  been 
the  language  of  our  unbelieving  nature.  Faith’s 
answer  to  all  such  “  insuperable  objections,”  is, 

“  Jehovah  Jlrah.”  “  God  is  his  owu  interpreter, 
and  he  will  make  it  plain.” 

The  only  other  point  of  which  I  would  now 
speak  is  contained  in  the  following  extract  from 
Professor  G.’s  lecture.  “  There  is  besides  some¬ 
thing  revolting  to  our  feelings,  as  well  as  at  va-  j 
nance  with  all  the  conclusions  of  our  reason  in  | 
this — that  w'hen  our  blessed  Lord  has  received  in 
his  mediatorial  kingdom  over  heaven  and  earth, 
the  reward  for  his  agony  and  bloody  sweat,  his 
cross  and  pasision,  he  should  be  al»sed,  with  a 
new  humiliation  and  a  gratuitous  dishonor,  to  an 
earthly  habitation,  and  the  uiiutlerahle  lneann•^s 
of  a  secular  kingdom.”  This  sentence  embodies 
perhaps  more  of  the  popular  objection  to  the  Mil- 
lenarian  system,  than  auy  other  which  the  Profes¬ 
sor  has  penned.  It  is  an  objection,  however,  based 
on  an  alleged  fact;  which  has  not  been  proved — 
and  cannot  be,  viz:  that  “our  blessed  Ijord  has 
already  received  in  his  me<liatorial  kingdom  over 
heaven  and  earth,  the  reward  for  his  agony  aud 
bloody  sweaL”  This  is  not  the  truth  ;  Christ  is 
not  yet  seated  on  his  mediatorial  throne.  He  is 
seated  at  the  right  hand  of  the  Father,  not  as  king, 
but  as  ^rtesL  His  present  position  is  taught  us 
ill  the  parable  of  the  nobleman,  “  who  went  into 
a  far  country  to  r^eive  for  himself  a  kingdom, 
and  return."  Christ  is  this  nobleman.  He'^is  not 
gone  to  enter  into  his  kingdom  and  remain  away 
for  ever;  but  to  make  preparation  fur  that  king¬ 
dom  and  return.  When  he  returns  it  will  be, 
having  received  the  investiture  of  ih:»t  kingdom, 
to  enter  upon  its  joys  and  glories.  And  hence 
he  tells  us  himself — ”  When  the  Son  of  Man 
shall  come  in  his  glory,  and  all  the  holy  angels 
with  him — then,  shall  he  sit  upon  the  throne  of 
his  glory."  But  he  will  not  sit  upon  his  throne — 
nor  enter  into  his  kingdom— /t/i then.  The  glory 
he  now  has  with  the  Fatlier  is  the  “  glory  which 
he  had  with  Him  before  the  world  was.”  The 
peculiar  glory  promised  to  the  Redeemer  as  the 
reward  of  all  his  sufferings  he  has  not  yet  re¬ 
ceived — and  he  will  not  receive  it  till  his  priestly 
session  at  the  right  hand  of  tho  Father  ceases. 


‘loo 
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foot,  and  under  that  a  while  linen  rochet  that 
covered  all  the  shoulders,  together  with  a  mathe¬ 
matical  or  four  square  cap  dividing  the  whole 
worhl  into  four  parts.”  The  probability,  however, 
is,  that  Hooper  wore  also  the  other  parts  of  a 
Popish  bishop’s  full  dress,  for  the  compromise  be¬ 
tween  him  and  his  brethren  was  not  that  he  should 
omit  this  or  that  portion,  but  that  he  should  only 
wear  the  obnoxious  dross  at  his  consecration  and 
whenever  he  should  preach  before  the  King. 
Now  the  full  robings  of  a  Popish  Bishop  consist 
of  seventeen  articles,  but  to  take  only  the  vest¬ 
ments  of  a  Priest,  cither  at  high  mass  or  at  a  con¬ 
secration,  we  have  tlie  anice,  theabbe,  the  girdle, 
tlie  stole  crossed  on  the  breast,  tlie  maniple,  the 
chasuble,  tlie  tonsure,  all  figurative  of  parts  of 
Christ's  Passion.  Indeed,  it  seems  certain  that 
this  mass  dress  is  that  which  Hooper  refused  to 
put  on  when  wc  consider  first  that  his  objection 
to  them  lay  in  their  association  with  the  mass;  and 
secondly,  that  John  Rogers,  tlic  proto-martyr, 
peremptorily  refused  to  wear  the  habits,  unless 
the  Popish  priests  were  enjoined  to  wear  upon 
their  sleeves,  by  w&y  of  distinction,  a.  chalice  with 
a  host:  from  which  it  appears  that  up  to  Mary’s 
reign,  the  same  habits  served  both  Protestants  and 
Papists.  But  whether  it  were  exactly  so  or  not, 
whether  he  wore  the  full  dress  of  a  Popish  Bishop 
or  only  those  described  by  Fox,  matters  little; 
this  we  know,  that  the  grounds  which  Hooper 
took  were,  “  that  these  vestments  (which  he  re¬ 
fused)  had  been  invented,  chiefly  for  celebrating 
the  mass  wiili  much  pomp,  and  had  been  consecra¬ 
ted  for  that  cffecL”  “  The  Papists  glory  in  this, 
that  these  habits  were  introduced  by  them,  for 
wliich  they  refer  to  Otho's  constitutions  and  the 
Roman  Pontifical.”  VVe  no  where  find  Hooper 
objecting  “to  such  jots  and  tittles,  as  caps  and  sur¬ 
plices”  alone,  or  evincing  any  passion  for  “stark 
simplicity,”  or  “shrinking”  from  primitive  or 
pro|)er  “  Episcopal  drapery.”  “  He  was  as  much 
for  the  clergy  wearing  a  distinct  and  decent  dress, 
as  Ridley  (tiis  principal  op|)oueiit  in  this  matter) 
was.”  lie  only  prayed  to  be  excused  his  Bishop¬ 
ric,  or  tlie  Popish  habits  as  a  whole,  as  a  dress, 
every  thread  of  which  had  been  consecrated  for 
idolatry. 

II.  The  King  and  his  Council  ordered  a  dispen¬ 
sation,  tfiat  Hooper  should  not  be  burdened  with 
these  rites  aud  ceremonies,  offensive  to  his  con¬ 
science. 

HI.  “  Crnnmer  expressed  a  wish  to  have  yield¬ 
ed  to  him  Bucer  and  “Peter  Martyr  dislik^  the 
habits,  though  they  thought  the  thing  indifferent 
in  itself.”  1.  Alasco,  the  friend  of  Erasmus,  “  and 
at  that  time  in  the  Archbishop’s  house,”  encou¬ 
raged  Hooper  with  Mecroniiis  and  Cox,  the 
King's  preceptor.  I  mention  these,  and  there 
arc  more,  merely  to  shew  that  the  same  principle 
had  other  advocates.  The  only  question  with  them 
in  the  wildness  of  the  storm  was,  whether  the  sub¬ 
ject  should  have  been  mooted  at  that  lime  ;  with 
Dr.  Coit,  it  seems  to  be  whether  it  should  have 
been  mooted  at  all. 

IV.  Hooper  finally  sultmitted,  satisfied  his 
bretliren,  and  was  consecrated,  and  “shortly  after 
being  appointed  to  preach  before  the  King,  as  a 
new  player  in  a  strange  apparel,  he  cometh  forth 
upon  the  stage.  His  upper  garment  was  a  long 
scarlet  chvmere  down  to  th^  foot  and  under  that 
a  white  linen  rochet  that  covered  all  hisslioulders. 
Ufion  his  head  he  had  a  geometrical,  that  is,  a  four 
square  cap,  aIbciL  that  his  head  was  round.  What 
cause  of  shame  the  strangeness  hereof  was,  that 
day  to  that  good  preacher  every  man  may  easily 
judge.  Rut  this  private  contumely  and  reproach, 
in  respect  of  the  public  profit  of  the  Church,  which 
he  only  sought,  he  bore  patiently.  And  I  would 
to  God  in  iike  manner  they  which  took  upon  them 
the  other  part  of  that  tragedy,  had  yielded  their 
private  cause,  whatsoever  it  was,  to  the  public 
concord  and  inlifying  of  the  Church.”  Thus 
writes  one  who  know  him  in  his  own  house  at 
Worcester,  “  where,”  says  he,  “  in  every  corner 
was  some  smell  of  virtOe,  go^  example,  honest 
convei^fion  and  reading  of  Holy  Scriptures.” 
Now,  if  to  Hooper’s  continual  prayer,  that  he  might 
be  excused  the  Bishopric  altogether,  this  fact  of 
final  submission  be  added,  which,  as  Burnet  re¬ 
marks,  lost  him  much  popularity,  they  form,  I 


think,  a  strong  argument  against  bia  heiag 
food  of  it,”  or  particularly  “  proud”  of 
thing  at  all. 

V.  None  of  the  Bishops  were  so  set  against 
Hooper  in  this  business  as  Ridley,  Bishop  of  Lon¬ 
don.  In  giving  bis  opinioii  then,  long  after,  when 
in  prisrni,  and  near  bis  end,  it  is  bat  foir  to  presume 
that  he  records  tbe  last  will  and  testament  of  the 
Reformers  concerning  Hooper  in  this  case.  In  a 
letter  to  his  dear  brother  and  reverend  fellow  elder 
in  Christ,  John  Hooper,  he  says,  “  But  now,  dear 
brother,  for-as-much  as  I  understand  by]your  works, 
which  I  have  but  superficially  seen,  that  wt 
thoroughly  agree  and  wholly  consent  together  in 
these  things  which  are  the  grounds  and  substantial 
points  of  religion,  against  which  the  world  so 
furiously  r^eth  together  in  these  our  days,  how¬ 
soever  in  time  past  by  certain  by-maiters  and  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  religion,  your  wisdom  and  my  sim¬ 
plicity  (foolishness)  I  grant,  hath  a  little  jarred, 
each  of  us  following  the  abundance  of  his  own  | 
sense  and  judgment ;  now  I  say,  be  assured  that  j 
even  with  ray  whole  heart,  God  is  my  witness,  in 
the  bowels  of  Christ,  I  love  you  in  the  truth  and 
for  the  truth’s  sake,  which  abideth  in  us,  and  as  I 
am  persuaded  shall,  by  the  grace  of  God,  abide  in 
os  for  evermore.” 

VI.  To  this  it  is  necessary  to  add,  that  Ridley 
at  his  degradation  some  time  after  the  date  of  this 
letter,  refused  to  pul  on  this  very  apparel,  calling 
it  “  foolish,  abominable,  and  too  fond  for  a  vice  iu 

play.”  Bishop  Latimer  and  Dr.  Taylor  also  de¬ 
rided  these  garments,  and  while  the  persecutors 
were  pulling  off  the  same  from  Archbishop  Cran- 
nier,  he  meekly  said,  “  all  this  neede<l  iwt,  I  my¬ 
self  had  done  with  this  gear  long  ago.”  What 
do  these  things  mean  but  a  final  agreement  with 
Hooper’s  principle!  Were  all  the  Reformers 
Fiiritans  then  ! 

VII.  The  subsequent  practice  of  the  Church 
supports  Hooper.  The  long  scarlet  chymere  is 
never  heard  of  after  this  occasion.  The  cope  was 
given  up  in  Edward’s  time,  and  though  partially 
insisted  upon  in  Elizabeth’s  reign,  where  is  it  now  ! 
Dwight  says,  that  “  Parker  was  consecrated  with¬ 
out  the  habits.”  The  anice,  the  crossed  stole,  the 
maniple,  the  chasuble,  tbe  tonsure,  and  even  the 
four  square  cap  is  gone;  indeed,  now  one  comes  to 
think  of  it,  our  American  Bishops’  heads  without 
wig  or  mitre  are  almost  open  to  the  charge  of 
stark  simplicity.  In  our  eyes,  however,  we  might 
assure  them,  if  there  were  any  nectl,  the  grey 
hairs  of  most  of  them  are  a  crown  of  glory  (being 
found  in  the  way  of  righteousness)  more  beautiful 
and  affecting  than  any  or  many  ornaments.  This, 
it  seems  to  me,  is  the  voice  of  the  Church  on  this 
point,  and  the  inference  is  plain  that  if  this  case 
is  made  out  against  Hooper,  it  is  made  out  also 
against  our  Church,  and  she  is  not  only  Protestant 
but  Puritanical.  Indeed,  I  think  the  Doctor  has 
tied  these  two  into  a  hard  knot,  he  has  wrapped 
and  smothered  them  together  like  the  little  priuccs 
in  the  tower. 

VIII.  Tlie  last,  hut  not  the  least  rerwon  that 
occurs  to  me  wliy  Hooper  sliould  not  lie  blanictf 
in  this  way  br’vond  the  measure,  and  without  even 
the  qualification  of  Burnet,  as  well  as  in  direct  and 
total  disregard  of  the  witness  of  Fox,  who  knew 
him  personally,  is,  that  it  is  “disturbing  the  ashes 
of  the  sainted  dead.”  De  mortius  nose  bunum,  said 
ancient  delicacy,  but  when  the  dead  have  died  in 
the  Ijord,  w  hen  he  (as  it  has  been  said  of  Hooper) 
was  “  both  longer  in  prison  and  suffered  more  from 
the  malice  of  his  enemies,  than  did  any  of  the 
ancient  martyrs.”  when  at  this  late  hour,  as  it 
W'ere,  (to  use  a  figure)  we  read  the  Scriptures  by 
the  light  of  his  sunset,  and  when  we  consider 
moreover  that  he  is  one  of  “  those  who  came  out 
of  great  tribulation  and  washed  their  robes  and 
made  them  while  in  the  blood  of  the  I.amb,  there¬ 
fore  are  they  before  the  throne  of  Hod,  and  serve 
him  day  and  night  in  his  temple.”  I  say,  when  all 
these  things  join  in  a  man,  should  they  not  sliicld 
him  from  the  aspersions  of  a  fellow  Christian,  and 
a  fellow  Churchman !  And  I  ask  also.  Sir,  if  it  is 
consistent  with  the  genius  of  a  Church  which  pro¬ 
fesses  to  “promulgate  the  truth  in  the  clearest, 
plainesL  most  affecting  and  majestic  manner,”  to 
crack  a  succession  of  jokes  at  a  saint  in  his  rest? 
It  appears  to  me  very  undignified  to  say  the  least 
of  it.  The  mass  of  Dr.  Coil’s  btMjk  is  of  much  the 
same  stamp — the  spirit  in  which  it  is  written  can¬ 
not  be  excused,  either  as  a  retaliation  or  as  a  good 
joke.  It  panders  to  an  age  which  ridicules  every 
thing  and  every  one,  from  “  the  ruler  of  our  peo¬ 
ple”  downward,  from  the  earth  and  all  that  there¬ 
in  is,  upward.  The  holy  and  the  harmless,  the 
noble  and  the  just,  the  living  and  the  dead,  none 
are  excepted,  neither  our  brethren  who  walk 
among  us,  iior  “our  fathers  beyond  the  flixxl.” 

But  it  is  only  a  very  recent  development  of  this 
vice  which  holds  up  to  scorn,  and  even  hatred,  the 
hoary  heads  of  the  Reformation,  their  crowns  of 
glory  and  martyrdom,  notwithstanding.  How  can 
v.’e  be  doing  the  will  of  God  on  earth  as  it  is  done  in 
lUaven,  while  we  despise  those  who,  all  must  al¬ 
low,  “  were  slain  for  the  word  of  God  and  the  tes¬ 
timony  which  they  held !”

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS  IN  SUMMER. 

Messrs.  Editors, — I  have  lately  observed  in  dif- 
fijrent  numbers  of  your  paper,  two  comiiiiinica 
tioiis  on  the  subject  of  closing  Sunday-schools  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer,  which  I  doubt  nut  are  well  and 
piously  meant,  and  if  intended  merely  as  objecting 
against  closing  schools  during  the  whole  of  the 
summer  months,  will  find  few  or  none  to  disagree 
w  ilh  them.  So  far  as  relates  also  to  schools  in  the 
country  or  in  small  towns,  there  is  but  little  reason 
for  closing  during  any  part  of  the  summer,  but  iu 
our  large  cities  the  case  is  very  different,  and  1 
am  fully  satisfied  from  my  own  experience,  that  a 
vacation  or  recess  of  five  or  six  Sundays  during 
the  hottest  weather,  is  decidedly  beneficial  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  school 

1  have  been  for  twelve  years  superintendent  of 
a  large  male  Sunday-school  in  one  of  our  cities, 
and  for  some  time  past,  wo  have  averaged  upwards 
of  206  scholars  on  our  roll.  The  attendanc.e  in 
our  school  gradually  increases  from  the  middle  of 
September  lo  the  first  of  March,  when  it  reaches 
its  climax,  and  by  the  middle  of  April  it  begins  to 
decline,  and  by  the  first  of  July  we  have  not  above 
one-third  of  our  scholars  present.  By  this  time, 
also,  many  teachers  are  necessarily  absent,  very 
few  of  the  classes  are  half  full,  and  most  of  those 
who  attend,  find  themselves  placed  under  the 
charge  of  strange  teachers,  unacquainted  with 
their  dispositions  and  habits.  There  is  also 
general  languor  and  restlessness  owing  to  the  heat 
of  the  weather  ;  the  library  is  necessarily  closed, 
in  order  to  recall  the  books,  and  ascertain  and  re¬ 
pair  losses  and  injuries  ;  the  Penny  Gazette  and 
Sunday-school  Journal,  which  are  altiMHl  univer¬ 
sally  taken  by  scholars  and  teachers  in  our  school, 
can  only  be  very  partially  distributed,  as  so  many 
are  absent;  and  under  all  these  circumstances,  we 
find  a  vacation  of  five  or  six  Sundays  (after  trying 
both  plans)  to  be  far  better  than  continuing  the 
school. 

I  do  not  deny  that  both  plans  have  their  attend 
ant  evils,  and  all  we  can  do,  ia  to  pursue  that  which 
on  experience  we  find  lobe  attended  with  the  leasL 
It  is  true,  as  your  correspondent  says,  that  boys 
may,  if  excluded  from  the  Sunday-school,  find  a 
school  out  of  doors,  where  they  will  learn  to  roam 
the  streets  and  break  the  Sabbath,  but  I  find  it 


very  common  thing  during  the  summer  months  for 
boys  to  leave  their  homes  sent  by  their  parents  to 
Sunday-school,  and  then  to  make  the  heat  or  the 
lateness  of  the  hour,  or  something  else,  an  excuse 
for  seeking  amusement,  and  breaking  the  Sabbath, 
instead  of  coming  to  school.  Now  if,  as  is  our 
custom,  the  {larents  are  all  notified  by  the  teach¬ 
ers,  of  the  closing  of  the  school,  and  of  the  time 
for  re-opening,  boys  who  are  disposed  lo  sin  in  this 
way,  cannot  at  any  rate  deceive  their  p;ircnts  with 
tlie  pretence  of  going  to  school. 

The  results,  when  our  plan  is  properly  carried 
out,  we  find  to  be  as  follows :  the  scholars  return 
in  September  with  fresh  interest  and  pleasure  to 
tlie  school ;  the  teachers  have  had  time  to  visit 
and  recall  the  absentees ;  both  teachers  and 
.scholars  have  returned  after  the  absence  from  the 
city  which  is  now  so  general ;  a  fresh  starting 
point  for  the  school  is  furnished  ;  the  classes,  so 
far  as  required,  are  rearranged  ;  the  library  having 
been  called  in,  repaired  and  filled  up,  ta  re-opened 
the  attractive  papers  which  have  accumulated 
during  the  recess  arc  distributed,  and  the  whole 


Bishop  White  and  the  Hemi.nart. — A  cor¬ 
respondent  of  the  Churchman,  has  drawn  attention 
to  the  extracts  below,  from  Bishop ’White’s  Me¬ 
moirs  of  the  Church,  on  a  subject  recently  agi¬ 
tated — and  notices  the  “remarkable  wistlom  and 
foresight  of  the  venerable  Bishop  in  regard  to  this 
matter.”  We  are  glad  to  place  these  extracts 
before  our  readers,  and  presume  that  they  too  will 
appreciate  his  wiwloin.  For  ourselves,  wc  regard 
it  as  one  of  the  best  signs  of  a  return  to  sober- 
mindedness  and  tranquillity  in  our  Church— -that 
after  a  season  of  comparative  neglect,  so  much  at¬ 
tention  is  being  now  given  to  his  views  and 
opinions  on  Ecclesiastical  affairs.  The  Church, 
at  large,  will  soon  find  itself  obliged  to  regard 
him,  (as  he  has  been  recently  termed,  by  liis 
successor  in  this  Diocese,)  as  “  tho  earliest  and 
wisest  legislator  of  our  Church.” 

In  regard  to  the  pre.'sent  subject,  however,  it  is 
to  be  observeil,  that  the  question  before  the 
Church,  is  not  the  establishment  of  a  General 
Seminary,  (which  presume  would  fin<l  lit¬ 
tle  favor,  if  now  proposed,)  but  the  dissolution 
of  one  already  long  established  ;  and  those  who 
think  with  Bishop  W.  as  to  the  former,  might  still 
be  unwilling  todisturb  the  policy  already  adopted. 

In  our  previous  rcniark-s  upon  this  subject,  we 
have  not  expressed  ourselves,  as  opposed  lo  the 
resolutions  offered  in  the  Board  of  Trustees, — nor 
did  we  mean  to  pronounce  the  movement,  as  in  it¬ 
self  an  improper  one,  on  the  part  of  those  who 
originateil  iL  But  we  think  it  one  that  should  l>c 
considered  deliberately.  One  thing  wc  arc  free 
to  say,  that  as  a  General  Seminary,  its  arrange¬ 
ments  should  l>c  far  more  perfect  than  they  arc — 
and  that  if  this  cannot  be  done,  other  means  ouirlit 
to  be  devised  for  attaining  the  object.  This 
opinion,  wc  expressed  a  year  ago;  and  that  with¬ 
out  inconsistency — for  we  do  not  admit  that  this 
object  must  necessarily  be  promoted  by  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Cliurch,  as  such.  Oa  the  contrary,  we  should 
prefer  a  Diocesan,  and  even  a  voluntary  Institu¬ 
tion,  which  was  sound  and  effective,  to  one  which 
was  equivocal  and  inefficient,  whateverthe  authori¬ 
ty  it  oiight  claim.  It  should  also  be  remembered, 
that  the  subject  of  the  better  organization  of  the 
Seminary,  will  come  up,  at  the  next  General  Con¬ 
vention,  in  connection  with  the  resolutions  offered 
at  the  last  session  of  that  body,  by  Mr.  E.  A.  New¬ 
ton,  of  MassacliiLsetts. 

One  further  remark  wc  wish  to  make,  that  in 
our  previous  observations,  .so  far  as  they  had  a 
personal  boaring  upon  the  respected  mover  of  the 
resolutions,  we  were  very  far  from  intending  to 
impute  any  evil  motive.  We  ascribed  to  him  no 
other  motives  than  those  which  he  avowed.  In 
speaking  of  the  measure  as  possibly  “tending 
towards  the  dismemberment  of  the  Cliurch,”  we 
used  a  phrase  which  occurred  in  the  debate.  For  our¬ 
selves,  we  do  not  suppose  that  this  result  would  ne¬ 
cessarily  be  involved  in  the  dissolution  of  the  Semi¬ 
nary.  On  the  contrary,  one  great  source  of  trouble 
among  us  heretofore,  has  been  the  attempt  to  put 
every  thing  under  the  control  of  the  Convention.  A 
safeguard  against  much  future  division,  may  be 
found  in  that  principle,  wliich  is  stated  by  Bishop 
White,  in  the  sentence  italicised  below. 

In  the  last  of  these  extracts,  the  oppa^ilion  of 
“the  Diocese  of  Virginia,”  to  the  establishment 
of  the  Seminary  is  noticed.  It  ought  therefore  to 
be  mentioned  that  in  the  recent  debate,  the  chief 
representative  of  that  Diocese,  Bi.shop  Meade, 
acting  with  great  delicacy  in  the  matter — de¬ 
precated  any  hasty  action,  especially  without 
knowing  the  wishes  of  the  diocese  of  New  York. 
It  was  in  some  degree,  in  consequence  of  his  brief, 
but  weighty  remarks,  that  the  matter  was  finally 
postponed. 

BISHOP  WHITE  AND  THE  SEMINARY. 

Dear  Sir, — On  reading  the  resolution.^,  and  re¬ 
marks  of  Bishop  De  Lancey  in  reference  to  Ihn 
expediency  of  dissolving  the  General  Seminary,  I 
could  not  but  be  struck  with  the  singular  wi.^doin 
and  foresight  of  the  venerable  Bishop  White, 
relative  to  the  same  matter.  It  is  well  known 
that  when  the  project  of  a  General  Seminary  was 
under  di.scU8eion  in  the  Convention,  ho  stood  al¬ 
most  alone  in  his  opposition  to  it ;  and  he  thought 
the  matter  of  so  much  importance  as  to  record 
at  length  his  reasons  for  his  objections  thereto. 
I  have  thought  it  would  perhaps  be  well  at  the 
present  time  to  give  place  in  your  columns  to  a 
few  extracts  from  his  written  opinions  on  the  sub- 
jecL  He  says, 

“  It  was  the  misfortune  of  the  author,  when  the 
scheme  of  a  Theological  Seminary  wa.s  devised 
in  the  Convention  of  1817,  lo  differ  from  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  both  Houses  as  to  the  expediency  of  the 
measure ;  and  he  was  supported  by  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  in  proposing  to 
the  General  Convention  a  scheme,  which  would 
have  left,  to  local  Seminaries,  the  wliolc  concern 
of  Theological  Education.  From  the  time  that 
the  contrary  sentiment  was  adopted,  he  ha.s  done 
what  laid  in  his  power  for  the  carrying  of  tho 
general  wish  into  eff'ecL  It  is  probable  that  time 
will  decide  botw’een  the  two  schemes,  on  the 
question  of  preference  ;  but  as  it  is  a  subject  of  in¬ 
creasing  importance,  and  of  increa.sing  frequency 
of  discussion,  he  will  state  his  reasons,  for  the  pre-

“  It  has  been  supposed  an  advantage  in  a  single 
Seminary,  that  the  pupils  will  be  scut  out  with 
similar  views  on  points  concerning  which  »)ino 
shades  of  difference  are  found  among  Episcopa¬ 
lians.  This  i.s  problematical ;  and  on  the  con¬ 
trary  it  may  easily  happen,  that  diver.-ity  shall  be 
gendered  by  shades  of  difference  among  the  pro- 
proft'ssors.  If,  for  the  avoiding  of  thi.s,  there 
should  be  a  strict  and  jealous  scrutiny  into  the  faith 
of  those  proposetl  for  professorships,  theie  will  b<5 
an  outcry  against  tho  favorers  of  the  dominant 
opinion  ;  and  it  will  bo  well  if  there  be  not  some 
color  of  the  charge  of  persecution.”— page  211.

— Ih  theaccountofa  new  Church, 
consoeratial  some  time  since  iu  (’onnccticut, 
the  following  is  given  as  the  Chancel  Arrange¬ 
ments: 

“Tho  pulpit,  which  is  in  the  centre,  stands 
against  an  oik  screen  which  is  attached  to  the 
rear  wall.  Through  tlii.s  screen  and  behind  one 
of  the  wings  of  the  pulpit,  is  the  door  whicli  lead.s 
into  the  Vestry  room.  Directly  against  the  pulpit, 
ill  front,  stands  a  massy  altar  in  Egyptian  marble, 
(not  tho  real  stone)  and  at  each  end  of  the  altar  an 
oak  Iccturn  dre.s.sed  iu  maroon  velvet  to  correspond 
with  the  pulpit,” 

It  seems,  however,  that  the  Rector  wished  it 
otherwise,  and  he  gives  his  reasons  as  fJillows  ; 

“  Tho  Rector  would  have  preferred  to  dispense 
altogether  with  the  aforesaid  piiljiit,  and  to  have 
had  the  altar  stand  against  the  screen,  as  tlie  cen¬ 
tral  and  most  conspicuous  objccL  'I'liis  would 
have  been  more  Church-like  and  more  t'hristian, 
as  giving  prominsnee  to  tlie  great  docirine  of  Re-  1 
demption,  upon  which  are  founded  all  oiir  means 
of  grace  and  hopes  of  glory.  This  would  have 
elevated,  not  the  preacher,  but  “  Christ  Cruci¬ 
fied.”  VVe  cannot,  however,  hive  all  things  right 
at  once.  IjOt  those  who  see  and  love  the  right 
and  true,  be  patient,  and  manifest  in  meekness, 
and  genllenes-s  and  long-suffering,  tho  spirit  of 
tliat  Gospel  which  they  so  long  have  had  truly 
preached  and  truly  received.” — Calendar. 

The  alxivc  contains  so  common  a  .sentiment,  and 
withal  60  fallacious,  that  it  is  w'orthy  of  notice. 
How  can  we  be  sure  tliat  we  “  elevate  Christ  Cru¬ 
cified,”  by  giving  the  highest  place  to  the  table 
instead  of  the  pulpit !  The  one  may  elevate  the 
“  preacher,”  but  may  not  the  other  elevate  the 
“priest!”  Does  tho  Romish  Church  elevate 
Christ  crucified,  by  her  chancel  arrangements  ? 
St.  I’aul  seemed  to  think  that  “preaching  the 
Gospel”  was  the  grand  means  of  elevating  Cfirist 
crucified — although  he  says  also,  that  wo  show 
forth  the  Lord’s  death,  in  the  Cotntnunion. 

We  do  not  object  to  the  Rector’s  plan,  any  more 
than  its  opposite  ;  for  we  regard  the  whole  subject 
of  chancel  arrangement  as  chiefly  a  matter  of  taste 
and  convenience,  and  are  sorry  to  see  so  many 
good  men  making  it  a  matter  of  principle  and 
conscience;  and  evincing  thereby  a  most  un- 
protestant  state  of  feeling,  the  effect  of  which  is 
to  elevate  the  sacraments,  not  the  Saviour,  and  to 
depreciate  the  grand  office  of  the  Christian  minis¬ 
try,  that  of  preaching  Christ. 

We  arc  glad,  therefore,  to  find  that  the  Rector 
was  over-ruled  in  this  matter,  by  others,  who,  per¬ 
haps.  arc  tired  of  novelties,  and  disposed  to 
adhere  to  tlie  old  paths,  to  wliich  they  have  ficon 
accustomed.  We  arc  also  pleased  to  find  that  the 
Rector  and  those  who  sympathize  with  him, 
resolved  to  “be  patient”  under  so  great  a  disapjioint- 
ment,  and  hope  that  he  will  have  no  heavier  trial, 
to  mar  his  comfort  in  his  new  and  beautiful  edifice. 
Were  we  personally  acquainted  with  him,  we 
would  venture  to  advise  him,  not  to  distress  him¬ 
self  any  further  about  the  imperfect  arrangement 
of  his  chancel,  but  to  concern  himself  hereafter 
altogether  with  the  furniture  of  his  “  pulpit.”  If 
he  will  only  elevate  Christ  there,  and  hold  him 
forth  to  his  people,  as  “  made  of  God,  their  wii*- 
dom  and  righteousness  and  sanctification  and  re¬ 
demption,”  we  will  answer  for  it,  that  the  table 
which  he  serves,  will  “  be  furnished  with  joyful  j 
guesU*,”  though  not  with  idol-worshippers, — and 
that  in  the  great  day  of  account,  he  will  have  an 
entrance  ministered  unto  him  abundantly  into  the 
everlasting  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour.

— Wc  liavc  jiist  receiv¬ 
ed  the  journal  of  the  eighteenth  annual  eonven- 
lion  of  the  ProL  Episcopal  Church  iii  the  Diocese 
of  Kentucky,  'i'he  convention  was  held  in  St. 
Paul’s  Chnrcli,  llender.son,  the  l  ltli,  loth,  and 
Itith  of  May,  IHIO.  It  was  composed  of  the 
Bishop  of  tlie  Diocese,  seven  presbyters,  and 
eleven  lay  delcgate.s.  The  Rev.  Ed.  F.  Berkley 
was  utianimou.-ly  re-circled  Secretary,  and  Mr. 

L.  P.  Mairy,  Treasurer.  The  Convention  Ser¬ 
mon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  James  Oaik. 
Bishop  Smith  then  delivered  liis  annual  address 
as  lollows : 

Urethren  of  the  Clertcy  and  Laily  : 

An  impressive  sense  of  sadness,  amounting  to 
awe,  comes  over  me,  at  meeting  lliis  Ixxly  in  this 
place.  VV'here  are  the  brethren,  reverend  and 
lieloved,*  who  one  year  ago,  were  pleading  with 
It/,  m  accents  of  wiiiBing  kindness,  and  graceful 
hospitality,  to  assemble  in  this  plane  1  Where 
indeed  are  they  ?  The  places  which  once  knew 
ilicin,  shall  know  them  on  earth  no  more  forever. 
But  ih(3ir  memories,  and  the  fruits  of  all  tliey 
planned,  and  planted  and  watered,  shall  long 
abide  among  us.  They  were  beautiful  and  lovely 
in  llieir  lives,  and  in  death  they  were  soon  united. 
Be  it  ours,  to  strive  to  do  llie  will  of  their  Master, 
and  onrs,  with  the  zeal  and  ardor  with  which  we 
may  siip[)oso  they  would  set  about  it,  if  made  once 
more  alive  from  the  dead. 

1  have  just  returned,  as  yon  are  aware,  from  a 
journey  of  over  tliree  thousand  miles  at  the  South, 
lor  the  purpose  of  endeavoring  to  divert  a  small 
share  of  the  patronage  given  to  distant  Institutions 
ol  Learning,  into  the  channel  of  Shelby  College. 
How  tar  I  may  havc  been  successful,  lime  only 
can  disclose.  Enough,  however,  is  transpiring  to 
show,  that  our  bretliren  in  that  wide  and  glori¬ 
ous  land,  are  determined,  as  they  ought  to  be,  to 
have  schools  and  colleges  of  their  own.  May  the 
(irreat  Head  of  the  Cliurch  abundantly  bless  every 
such  effort.  Just  as  far  as  he  does,  we  shall  be 
simi  up  more  and  more,  and  I  am  heartily  glad  of 
it,  to  the  effect  of  sustaining  our  ow'n  Institution, 
by  our  own  internal  resources.  Were  all  our 
own  sons,  who  ought  to  be  at  such  a  school,  col¬ 
lected  at  Shelby  ('ollege,  no  exertions  would  be 
needed  to  obtain  distant  patronage.  Let  us  sec  to 
that. 

At  th^'ccnvcnlionsof  I/)uisiana  and  Mississippi, 
which  it  has  lately  been  my  privilege  to  attend, 
and  where  I  met  many  brethren,  both  clerical  and 
lay,  justly,  and  very  dear  for  the  Lord’s  sake, 
much  was  said  on  the  subject  of  providing  ade¬ 
quate  support  for  the  Episcopate.  I  muk  say, 
that  I  return  truly  grateful  for  the  method  for  this 
purpiKse,  which  a  Divine  Providence  has  led  us  to 
commence  in  this  Diocese.  And  as  the  subject  is 
every  where,  at  this  time,  undergoing  much  in¬ 
vestigation,  may  I  trespass  ufon  your  time  and 
patience,  by  submitting  for  record,  the  outlines  of 
this  plan,  together  with  the  reasons  which  seem 
to  commend  it  ? 

Its  principle  is,  that  the  living  members  of  the 
Phurch,  are  reasonably  expected  to  support  the 
bving  Bishops  of  the  Church. 

Its  form  and  method  are,  that  the  Rector  of 
^ncli  Parish,  on  Raster  Monday,  shall  hand  to  the 
Senior  Warden,  a  list  of  the  conirounicants  of  his 
charge;  that  the  two  Wardens  shall  erase  there¬ 
from,  the  names  of  such  persons,  as,  from  any 
cause,  they  may  deem  it  best  not  to  be  called 
and  either  substitute  their  names  by  those 
cl  willing  Parishioners,  not  communicants,  or  else 
f  lake  payment  for  them  out  of  the  offertory  ;  that 
mo  list,  so  corrected,  shall  then  be  given  to  the 
‘  exton,  or  other  suitable  collector,  to  collect  one 
dollar  from  each,  during  that  week,  to  lie  paid 
♦*' Treasurer  of  the  Parish,  and  by  him 
c  be  forthwith  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
lor.ese  ;  and  tliatsaid  Treasurer  be  aiilhorizcd  to 
P-iy  the  amount  over  from  time  to  lime,  upon  the 
Cheek  or  receipt  ot  the  Bishop. 

The  reasons  for  this  plan  seem  to  he 
lul.  That  nothing  can  well  be  conceived  of, 
wore  unequal  and  unfair,  than  that  the  friends  of 
^-huich  now  living,  who  are  fow  and  poor 


The  record  of  Episcopal  acts  during  the  year, 
as  usual  can  be  briefly  made.

Diocese,  viz:  Rev.  C.  Townsend,  to  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  and 
the  Rev.  Amos  Cleaver,  in  Mississippi;  and  two 
also  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese,  viz . 
the  Rev.  John  Swan,  from  Ohio,  and  the  Rev. 
Robert  M.  Chapman,  from  Massachusetb*.  The 
Rev.  William  D.  Harlow  has 
Elizabethtown,  to  Bowling  Green,  and  the  Rev. 

J.  B.  Smith,  has  been  added  to  our  number  by  or¬ 
dination. 

Our  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  thank  God,  are 
again  slowly  on  the  increase.  At  present  they  are 
four,  viz:  John  E.  Seaman,  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  J. 
H.  Smith,  and  Joel  B.  Rams<lell. 

Confirmation  has  been  administered  eleven  times, 
and  in  all  to  T)!  persons. 

Frankfort  and  Paducah,  very  important  stations, 
are  making  efforts  to  obtain  the  services  of  valua¬ 
ble  clergymen,  which,  when  added  to  our  number, 
will  make  our  clerical  strength  somewhat  greater 
than  ever  before  in  this  Diocese. 

'I’hat  it  may  be  the  giXKl  pleasure  of  our  Lord 
and  Master  to  purify  us  within,  to  give  us  favor  in 
the  eyes  of  the  wise  and  gofsl,  to  make  us  true  to 
our  trust,  and  zealous  in  the  peiformance  of  onr  | 
duty,  and  so  to  prejare  us  for  rapid,  and  great  in-  } 
crease,  is  tiiy  prayer,  dear  brethren,  for  that  por¬ 
tion  of  God’s  husbandry  which  has  been  committed, 
esjiccially  to  our  care. 

The  following  ro.solntions  in  relation  to  the 
canon  respecting  Deacons,  w'ere  adopted  by  the 
Convention. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  cordially  approves 
of  the  main  features  of  tiic  canon  in  relation  to  the 
ordination  of  Deacons,  passed  at  the  last  (Jeneral 
Convention,  and  recommend  to  the  Bishop  to  act 
under  llie  same. 

Nevertheless,  there  briing  in  the  minds  of  this  Con¬ 
vention,  objections  to  some  Icaturcs  of  said  cauon, 
and  deeming  its  amendment  and  perfection  desirable, 
be  it  further — 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  tlircc,  be  now  ap. 
jioiiited,  to  rejKjrt  to  the  next  convention,  such 
changes  or  allcraiians,  us  may  lie  deemed  expedient 
to  recommend  to  this  convention,  and  through  it,  to  the 
General  Convention. 

Grace  Cliurch,  Paducah,  was  received  into 
union  with  the  convention.  The  following  reso¬ 
lution  in  beliulf  of  Shelby  College  was  read  and 
adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  be 
raised  for  tlie  benefit  of  Shelby  College,  by  the  several 
parishes  in  the  Diocese,  according  to  the  respective 
nunilicr  of  communicants  in  each  parish  ;  and  that 
tlie  Rector  of  each  parish  be  requesUd  to  carry  out 
the  «)bject  of  this  resolution.

EPISCOPAL  TIIE0r,0<;iCAL  SEMINARY  OF 
THE  DKX'ESE  OF  VIRGINLV. 

The  Twenty-third  Anniversary  of  Uiis  Institu¬ 
tion  was  held  on  the  9th  instant  Nearly  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  century  has  elapsed  since  its  establishment, 
and  wlio'shull  say  that  it  has  nut  promoted  the  great 
ends  fur  which  it  was  instituted  ? 

The  examinat  ions  were  well  sustained  and  satis¬ 
factory,  as  far  as  we  heard  any  opinion  expressed. 
The  Students  seemed  to  be  at  home  in  their  sub¬ 
jects.  How  truly  delightful  is  it  to  see  so  many 
availing  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  this 
Theological  Seminary  ! 

After  the  examinations  were  over,  Essays  on 
theological  subjects  were  read  by  the  graduating 
class,  twelve  in  number.  These  evinced  minds 
well  trained  to  thought  and  discrimination,  and  ac¬ 
customed  to  think  and  reason  for  themselves,  with¬ 
out  an  implicit  faith  in  human  autlmrity,  nor  on 
the  other  hand  an  affected  disregard  for  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  the  past.  Their  themes  were  well  select 
ed,  and  had  a  bearing  upon  the  important  discus¬ 
sions  of  the  times,  and  showed  that  they  bad  been 
well  guarded  against  prevailing  errors. 

But  the  exercises  of  the  anniversary  itself  were 
peculiarly  interesting.  These  commenced  with 
an  el^nenl  discourse  on  Christian  Unity  before 
the  Alumni  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tyng.  He  spoke  of 
the  oneness  of  “  all  believers”  in  faith  and  love  in 
Jesus  Christ,  m  motive,  m  purpoee  and  plan  of 
life,  their  drinking  into  one  spirit 

This  was  followed  by  an  appropriate  address 
from  the  Rev.  Dr.  May,  on  the  necessity  of  a  ri<Tht 
spirit  in  the  pursuit  of  theological  study.  Hi8*re- 
marks  on  keeping  the  heart  alive  to  God,  while 
acquiring  Christian  knowledge,  were  felt  by  many 
to  be  of  the  utmost  importance,  especially  in  this 
day. 

After  a  short  address  from  Bishop  Meade,  the 
diplomas  were  presented  to  the  graduating  class, 
These  testimonials  bore  witness  to  their  devotion 
to  study,  their  exemplary  lives,  and  theological  at¬ 
tainments,  during  a  course  of  three  years. 

The  ordination  of  eight  of  the  class  took  place 
oo  the  next  day.  Three  of  its  members  were  to 
be  ordained  elsewhere. 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  M 
Jackson,  the  candidates  presented  by  the  Rev 
Dr.  May,  and  the  Sermon  preached  by  the  Rev, 
Dr.  Tyng.  It  was  a  great  gratification  to  many 
that  Bishop  Meade,  who  had  l*cen  much  indis 
posed,  rallied  sufficiently  to  perform  the  ordaining 


Education  Society. — The  Society  for  the  Edo- 
cation  of  Pion*  Young  Men  for  the  .Ministry  of 
tlie  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  held  its  Twenty- 
Plighth  Annual  Meeting  in  the  Prayer  Hall  of  tlic 
Theological  Setninary,  on  Thursday  tli«  6th  inst. 

Resolutions  were  adopted,  requesting  tlie  Bishops 
of  Virginia  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  of 
their  Diocese  to  the  resolutions  in  reference  to  the 
Education  Society,  passed  at  the  recent  Conveiiliun  : 
and  also  appointing  the  Rev.  Upton  Beall  an  Agent 
removed  from  !  collection  of  funds  from  congregations  and 

individuals  without  the  limits  of  the  Diocese  of 
V'irginia. 

The  Annual  Sermon,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society, 
was  preached  by  tlie  Rev.  H.  Stringfcllow,  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Washington,  D.  on  Thursday 
evening,  in  Christ’s  Church,  in  tliis  place,  from  Isaiuh 
xi.  9  :  “  For  the  eartli  shall  be  full  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea.”  P’rom 
these  words  the  Preacher  spoke  with  earnestness 
and  impressiveness  of  the  ultimate  universal  diffusion 
of  the  Gospel  and  the  grand  means  by  which  it  was 
to  be  effected — the  Ministry  ;  and  urged,  with  much 
animation  and  effect,  the  importance  of  sustaining 
these  institutions,  whose  object  is  to  raise  up  a  well 
educated  as  well  as  pious  ministry. 

Wc  append  to  this  account  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Society,  the  Report  of  tlie  Board  of  Managers  to 
which  we  solicit  tlic  special  attention  of  our  readers: 

“  The  Board  of  Managers  are  permitted,  in  the  good 
providence  of  God,  to  present  their  Twenty-Eighth 
Annual  Rejiort : 

“  Never  were  the  Board  so  sensible  of  the  import¬ 
ance  of  this  Society,  in  increasing  the  number  of 
faithful  and  thoroughly  educated  ministers,  who, 
without  its  aid,  might  havc  been  turned  aside  from 
the  work  of  the  ministry,  as  in  the  present  dearth  of 
Candidates  for  Orders. 

As  long  as  one  half  of  the  candidates  for  the  min¬ 
istry  of  our  Church  are  indigciil,  and  incapable  of  sup- 
jrorting  themselves  in  a  course  of  study,  so  long  should 
the  Church  not  withhold  her  assistance,  reluctantly 
accepted  in  most  cases,  in  sustaining  them  while 
learners  in  tlic  School  of  Christ.  j 

Nor  is  the  system  of  aiding  the  sons  of  tlie  Prophets, 
in  their  preparation  for  the  ministry,  any  novelty.  If 
any  one  wishes  for  the  Scriptural  precedent  for  it,  it 
may  Ire  found  in  the  man  of  Baal-Slialisha,  who 
brought  the  sons  of  the  Prophets,  studying  with 
i'llislia,  in  a  time  of  dearth,  “  bread  of  the  first  fruits, 
twenty  loaves  of  barley,  and  full  cars  of  corn  in  the 
husk  thereof.”  The  first  contribution  cn  record  to  a 
school  of  Theology ! 

liuthcr  himself,  when  a  poor  scholar  at  Eisenach, 
was  taken  into  the  family  of  a  Christian  lady,  aird  as- 
isted  ill  obtaining  his  cdiientiou.  It  was  of  this  act 
of  kindness,  wliich  he  never  forgot,  he  said  :  ‘  there  is 
nothing  sweeter  than  the  iieart  of  a  pious  woman,’ 
a  {>oor  student  may  well  Imvc  spiritual  living  to 
luainUiin  his  studying.’ 

“  And  wc  may  here  express  our  gratitude  to  Chris¬ 
tian  females.  It  is  to  them  we  owe  a  large  portion 
of  the  contributions  to  this  Society.  Tlicy  seem  now 
to  minister  of  their  substance  to  the  Saviour’s  cause, 
as  they  once  ministered  to  him  iu  poison,  when  lie 
was  on  earth. 

Wc  are  well  aw’arc,  that  accidental  evils  may 
grow  out  of  the  System,  as  is  the  case  with  every  liu- 
man  institution ;  still  we  maintain,  it  can  Lc  shown, 
that,  on  tlic  w’holc,  its  necessity  is  g^eat ;  and  wc 
should  be  willing  to  compare  Uic  former  lieneficiaries 
of  this  Society  with  any  others,  wlietlier  aided  by 
some  other  Society,  or  with  those  whom  God  had 
blessed  with  means  to  procure  an  education. 

“  The  present  number  of  beneficiaries  at  the  Semi¬ 
nary  is  thirteen. 

‘The  income  of  the  Society,  during  the  past  year, 
has  been  Two  'I’liousand  Four  Hundred  and  'Piiirty 
Four  Dollars.  Of  this  sum.  One  Hundred  and  Thir¬ 
ty-Eight  Dollars  only  were  returned  from  former  bene¬ 
ficiaries. 

“  It  will  be  seen,  that  there  has  been  this  year  a  fal¬ 
ling  off  in  the  receipts  of  about  one  half.  From  this 
cause,  and,  in  consequence  of  the  previous  debt,  the 
liabilities  of  the  Society,  now  amount  to  $1438  32. 

“The  Board  call  now  upon  the  Society  to  take 
some  measures  to  liquidate  this  debt,  for  some  time 
due,  and  which  ought  to  bo  cancelled  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible.  The  credit  of  the  Society  has  already  suffered 
from  its  delinquency  in  payuicnt  of  its  debts. 

“  We  call  uiHjn  the  friends  of  the  Society  not  to  be 
weary  in  sustaining  an  Institution,  by  which  young 
incii  are  fitted  for  the  work  of  the  Ministry.  He  who 
contributes  any  thing  towards  such  an  object  docs  the 
highest  good,  of  which  we  can  possibly  conceive. 

“  We  make  a  strong  ap|)eal  to  them  while  thus 
struggling  with  difficulties,  and  entreat  them  not  to 
suffer  ns  to  be  inx-olvcd  in  still  greater,  and  to  be  pre¬ 
vented  from  receiving  any  pious  young  men. 

“  The  Board  would  not  close  their  Report  without 
expressing  their  fervent  gratitude  to  God,  for  the  unu- 
siial  circumstance  that  not  one  of  the  Managers  or 
Patrons  of  this  Society  has  been  removed  by  death 
during  the  past  year.  Whether  this  will  be  Uic  case 
another  year  is  known  only  to  God.  It  becomes  us  to 
he  about  our  Master’s  business,  more  fervent  in  spirit, 
and  more  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  failli.” —

When  1  saw  mas¬ 
ter  and  servants  standing  side  by  side  in  the  holy 
services  of  Passion-week — when  I  saw  all  secular 
labor  on  these  plantaliuus  suspended  011  Good  Fri¬ 
day,  and  the  cleanly  clad  multitude  thronging  the 
house  of  prayer  to  pay  their  homage  to  a  cruci¬ 
fied  Saviour  ; — and  when  I  saw,  on  the  blessed 
Easter-raorn,  the  master  with  his  goodly  company 
of  servants,  kneeling  with  reverent  hearts  and 
devout  tliank.sgiuings,  to  take  the  bread  of  life  at 
the  same  Altar,  I  could  not  but  indulge  the  hope, 
that  ere  long,  my  spirit  may  be  refreshed  by  such 
scenes  in  every  part  of  my  Diocese  ;  while  I  could 
not  help  believing  that,  had  some  of  our  brethren 
of  other  lands  been  present,  they  would  have  been 
induced  to  change  the  note  of  their  wailing  over 
imaginary  suffering,  into  the  hcarilelt  exclamation 
— “  Happy  are  the  people  that  are  in  such  a  case ; 
yea,  blessed  arc  the  people  who  have  the  Lord 
for  their  God." 

Often,  at  such  times,  have  I  wished  for  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  my  friend,  the  good  Bishop  of  Oxford ; 
as  I  have  felt  assured,  that  could  he  but  once  wit¬ 
ness  what  it  is  my  happiness  to  witness,  though  in 
a  too  imperfect  stale,  his  manly  Iieart  would 
prompt  him  to  ask  instant  pardon  of  the  American 
Church,  for  his  having  spoken  so  harshly  upon  a 
subject  which  he  so  imperfectly  understoml ;  and 
that  he  would  perceive  his  Christian  sym|withy 
might  find  a  much  more  natural  vent  in  efforts  torc- 
iTiOve  the  cruel  oppressions  of  the  factory  system 
in  his  own  country,  and  his  ('hristian  indignation 
n  much  more  legitimate  object  of  rebuke  in  the 
English  Churchmen  who  havc  helped  to  rivet  that 
system  upon  their  land.

— Although  our  High  School  was  not  in  opera¬ 
tion  during  iny  visit,  (it  being  the  time  of  vacation,) 
so  that  I  might  speak  of  it  from  personal  observation, 
my  information,  as  to  its  whole  management,  was  so 
particular  and  from  such  competent  sources,  that  I 
i'ecl  not  only  authorized,  hut  bound,  to  report  it  to  the 
Convention,  as  being  most  worlliy  of  the  patronage  of 
the  members  of  our  Church.  The  exact  order  and 
discipline  maintained;  the  special  attention  paid  by 
the  Principal  and  Matron  to  all  the  wants  of  the 
hoys ;  tlic  amount  of  studies  jicrformcd  ;  and  the  ac¬ 
curacy  of  the  instruction  i iii parted  ,  have  deeply  im¬ 
pressed  llie  minds  of  all  who  havc  opportunity 
of  observing  it,  that  there  is  no  school  in  our 
country  more  worthy  of  the  confidence  of  the  pa- 
rents  who  have  sons  to  be  educated.  1  only  utter  the 
sentiment  of  those  who  are  picrsonally  ac(|uaintcd

A  valuable  accession  of  teachers  has  warranted, 
w'hilst  the  duties  of  the  Rector  have  rendered  ne¬ 
cessary,  a  return  to  the  ordinary  method  of  con¬ 
ducting  the  Sunday  school.  I  am  satisfied,  how¬ 
ever,  that  many  evils  would  be  avoided,  and  incal¬ 
culable  good  would  result,  if  catechetical  instruc¬ 
tion  were  imparted  to  the  children  directly  from 
the  Pastor,  or  if  Teachers  in  the  Sunday  school 
were  regarded,  more  than  they  are,  simply  as 
channels  of  communication  between  the  Pastor 
and  the  lambs  of  his  flock.

The  corner  stone  of  a  new  Church  edifice  for 
this  parish  was  laid  by  the  Bishop  on  the  15lh  of 
last  April,  and  the  work  is  now  rapidly  progress¬ 
ing.  It  is  to  be  built  entirely  of  stone,  of  a  dark 
gray  colour,  and  in  the  Gothic  order  of  architec¬ 
ture.  Its  ditneniions  are  forty-five  feet  wide  and 
eighty  feet  deep.  It  will  afford  sittings  for  about 
six  hundred  persons,  besides  four  large  and  airy 
rooms  in  the  basement  for  Sunday-schools  and 
other  purposes.  It  is  confidently  expected  that 
its  completion  will  be  the  means  of  greatly  in¬ 
creasing  the  numbers  and  influences  of  the  pa¬ 
rish.

I  have  baptized  one  infant,  administered  the 
communion  lour  time*,  preached  every  Lord’s 
day  except  when  necessarily  from  home,  or  pre¬ 
vented  by  sickness  or  extreme  inclemency  of  the 
weather,  and  also  several  times  on  special  occa¬ 
sions.  The  number  of  communicants  remain  as 
when  last  reported,  except  the  removal  of  ono 
by  death.  I  have  officiated  at  three  funeral*.  A 
Sunday-school,  for  some  time  extinct,  has  been 
reorganized,  with  the  prospect  of  usefulness. 

A  considerable  debt  resting  upon  our  chapel 
has,  for  some  years  past,  and  especially  during 
the  past  year,  much  embarrassed  us,  and  greatly 
retarded  our  operations.  This  debt,  through  the 
goodness  of  God,  and  the  noble  liberality  of  a  few 
of  his  people,  has  been  liquidated.  At  least  the 
original  claimants  have  been  satisfled,  and  it  only 
remains  to  refund  a  small  amount  kindly  advanced 
by  our  Warden,  Mr.  Wolford.  This  can  most 
readily  bo  done  so  soon  as  a  few  contribution* 
promised  me  last  winter  are  paid,  and  which  I 
confidently  trust  will  be  paid  shortly.
